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A COUNTERFEITER’S YARNS 


DOYLE’S INGENIOUS GAME TO 
EVADE PUNISHMENT. 
SENSATIONAL STORIES WHICH HAVE LITTLE 

FOUNDATION IN FACT—A BOND PLATE 
OFFERED TO SECRETARY FOLGER WHICH 
PROVES TO BE SPURIOUS—NO EMPLOYES 
OF THE GOVERNMENT THUS FAR IM- 
PLICATED—BROCKWAY A USELESS WIT- 

NESS. 

WasxineTon, June 5.—Startling stories, 
calculated to impair confidence in all sorts of 
Government securities and money, including 
bonds, legal-tender notes, national bank notes, 
and silver certificates, have recently been pub- 
lished in different parts of the country, and 
attempts have been made to give the most 
startling side of these stories greater publicity 
and countenance. These stories, possessing a 
degree of plausibility, ought not to be accept- 
ed without question. All the statements thus 
far made as to alleged wholesale issues of spu- 
rious or counterfeit bonds, greenbacks, and sil- 
ver certificates come from one source. They 
can all be traced to a counterfeiter now await- 
ing sentence, and are made public through the 
efforts of a detective employed to secure, if 
possible, a release of the prisoner, with the un- 
derstanding that the convicted man shall 
make revelations which will lead to the dis- 
covery of collusion between counterfeiters 
and employes in the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 

The worst aspect of this alleged state of 
things is soon presented. It has been reported 
that there isin progressin the Treasury De- 
partment an investigation, begun by Secretary 
Folger, in consequence of the surrender to 
him of an alleged genuine plate, represented 
as having been bought in Willara’s Hotel for 
$33,000, by a gang of counterfeiters of 
whom James B. Doyle, now awaiting sen- 
tence in Chicago as a counterfeiter, was one 
member. This investigation, it has been as- 
serted, is being pursued to discover, if possi- 
ble, whether any of the employes of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing have been guilty of criminal negli- 
gence or collusion in the abstraction 
and sale of impressions, dies, rolls, or plates 
from the bureau. It has been stated that Sec- 
retary Folger has accepted in trust, from the 
hands of a detective named Felker, a plate 
said to be the original from which the $1,000 
6 per cents. of the issue of 1861, known 
as the 6s of 1881, were printed. This 
plate, the story goes, was surrendered 
on condition that the Goverment, in 
consideration of valuable information to be 
imparted, would suspend sentence in the case 
of Doyle. This man Doyle, it is represented, 
had a story about the way in which plates for 
the production of bonds, silver certificates, 
and greenbacks were abstracted from the bBu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing. He is also 
said to able and willing to tell 
where a 4 per cent. bond plate can be 
found, to prove that a Pennsylvania 
banker circulated the fraudulent seeurities, 
and to implicate in this infamous scheme 
many prominent men in Washington and else- 
where. Tho friends of Doyle say that Sec- 
retary Folger has heard several statements by 
Detective Felker since hea received the bond 
plate from him, and that he has called in sev- 
eral experts, who have unequivocally pro- 
nounced the plate to be a_ genuine 
one. The story Doyle is that 
only an electrotype was destroyed and that 
this original was sold to counterfeiters for 
$33,000 in Willard’s Hotel in this city. This 
story has been expanded a good deal, and the 
appalling assertion has been made that $22,- 
000,000 of the 6 per cents of 1881 had been dis- 
posed of in this country and in Europe; that 
spurious legal tenders and silver certificates, 
identical in all respects with the genuine, have 
been putin circulation, and that the Govern- 
ment has no means of distinguising between 
the good and the bad securities and money. 

For some of these statements there is no dif- 
ficulty i discovering a foundation in fact; 
fer the others, no trustworthy proof can be 
had at present. The Secretary of the Treasury 
has in his possession a plate, received from 
Detective Felker, and said to be an original. 
Doyie’s sentence has been suspended to 
give him opportunity to make revelations, 
and $204,000 of spurious bonds, being all 
which were taken from Doyle, are in posses- 
sion of the Government. There are many cir- 
cumstances, very minute some of them, but 
still very important, which may serve to 
show, in the end, that Doyle’s story is largely 
romantic, or that a story has been concocted 
for him to enable several clicques of men in 
Washington to accomplish purposes which 
they have aimed at for a long time. 

At the time of James B. Doyle’s conviction, 
in Chicago, about a month ago, a prominent 
Treasury officer and an illinois Congressman 
called upon Secretary Folger and said they de- 
sired to have him receive a visit from De- 
tective Felker, who would give him important 
information bearing on Doyle’scase. ‘The Sec- 
retary scarcely knew anything of the Doyle 
case beyond the fact that he had been arrested 
and was on trial for having counterfeit bonds 
In his possession. The two visitors said that 
the detective had in his possession a plate, 
said to be an original, of the 6 per cent. bonds 
of 1881. They proposed that the trial should be 
postponed, and the Secretary refused to do this, 
saying that the District Attorney hed carefully 
prepared the case, and that delays were al- 
ways favorable to the defendant in such mat- 
ters. He suggested that if Felker had in his 
possession a plate stolen from the Government, 
he would arrest him, because the plate was the 
property of the Government. Being informed 
that Felker desired to see him and surren- 
der the plate upon conditions, the Sec- 
retary then consented to talk with 
bim. Felker went to the _ Secretary’s 
office one evening early in May, Doyle having 
in the meantime been convicted. In a conver- 
sation with Secretary Folger, he frankly ad- 
mitted that he had come to Washington 
in behalf of Doyle, who asked that his 
sentence might be suspended long enough 
to give him opportunity to furnish 
the Government, not only with the 
bond plate, but with information concerning 
the method by which it was said to have been 
obtained from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. Then he produced a plate, upon 
which there were depressions corresponding in 
veneral appearance to an 1581 bond plate. 

t was not a steel plate, but a copper one, and 
it was not complete. On one side of the bonds 
as printed is a soldier carrying a flag in ene 
hand and a musket in the other ; on the opposite 
side is the figure of a Goddess of Liberty carry- 
ingastaff,on whichis a cap. This figure has been 
cut out of the plate. The piece was produced 
by Felker, who fitted it to its place. Felker 
visited the Secretary several times. On one 
visit there were present two men who had 
been called in as experts. These were 
George G. Jones, President of the Colum- 
bian Bank-note Company of tbis city, and 
Mr. Lamb, a transferer in the employ- 
ment of the same bank-note company. 
They examined the plate and expressed 
a strong opinion that the work was 

enuine. In the meantime, the Secretary 

ad found in the records of the depart- 
ment a certificate, — by acommittee con- 
sisting of John M. Thayer, George A. Halsey, 
P. Hammond, 8S. Guthrie, Lewis D. Moore, W. 
P. Shearman, and A. S. Pratt, declaring that 
on Feb, 11, 1870, they had witnessed the can- 
cellation and destruction of a quantity of 
material used by the National _ Bank- 
note Company in the production of different 
sorts of Government bonds, currency, postage 
stamps, &c. The lot comprised something 
more than 500 pieces, imcluding the plates 
of the 6 per cent. bonds of 1861, the pieces 
numbering from one to six. It had been stipu- 
lated by the National Bank-note Company 
that none of its work of this kind should 
go out of its hands, and the destruc 
tion of the plates at the navy-yard was 
an assurance to the Government tbat 
none of it could be again used. The Secretary 
of the Treasury took the plate from Mr. 
Felker and gave him a receipt for it, with the 
ebject in view of probing to the bottom the 
statements Doyle made throngh Felker. Ha 
concluded, atter consultation with the Attor- 
‘mey-General, to endeayor to secure & suspen: 
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sion of sentence in Doyle’s case. The Secre- 
tary said that he would at once set about 
procuring a suspension of the sentence, Doyle 
to be on bail. e also gave to him assurance 
of clemency, if, through his means, it should 
be proved that the matter from which the 
spurious one-thousand-dollar United States 
coupon bonds were produced had been pro- 
cured from officers or subordinate employes of 
the United States, or otherwise wrongfully ob- 
tained from within the department. Word 
was sent tothe United States Judge and the 
District Attorney at Chicago, and it was un- 
derstood there that Doyle’s sentence should be 
suspended until June 20. 

Through the efforts of Detective Felker ex- 
erted on behalf of Doyle, William Brockway, 
or E, W. Spence, alias ‘* Long Bill,” was in- 
duced to come to Washington. Assurance was 

iven that Broekway would shed a flood of 
ight on tae subject; that he would be able to 
tell how, when, and where the plate was ob- 
tained, and furnish many important links of 
testimony. When brought before the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury he proved athoroughly un- 
satisfactory witness. He could not identify the 
eyed he could not or would not tell whether 

ehad seen it before, where or when he had 
seen it, or who had it when he saw it. 
Alter an hour of unsuccessful attempts to 
draw him out, Secretary Folger turned to his 
business and Brockway left the Treasury 
Building and the city. He appeared to be 
greatly concerned while before the Secretary, 
and acted liked a man who feared he woul 
betray himself by any statements he might 
make showing that he had knowledge of oper- 
ations of counterfeiters. 

The suspension of the sentence in Doyle’s 
case having been secured, the Secretary of the 
Treasury has bent himself to the work of as- 
certaining the truth about the bond plate, 
the collusion of Government empioyes with 
counterfeiters, aud the assertion that large 
amounts of bogus securities and money have 
been thrown into the market. Very few per- 
sons have seen the plates. The friends of 
Doyle do not pretend that the bonds captured 
from him were printed on the plate now held 
by Secretary Folger. If that is the fact, it is 
difficult to see why this particular plate and 
not the right one, shculd be offered as the bid 
for merciful treatment of Doyle. The Doyle 
bonds, while excellent in appearance, so 
good as to have deceived bankers who 
have seen them. are found by experts to be 
not exactly like the genuine. To the inexpert 
examiner the two are precisely equal in their 
workmanship and in the quality of the paper 
they are printed upon. An expert called in 
from the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
a man who works exclusively with the lathe 
on geometrical patterns for scroll berders and 
other purposes, went over the lathe work 
with a glass, and declared it at first to be gen- 
uine and then again counterfeit, and when he 
finished he was umcertain which it was. In the 
course of the several examinations, however, 
of the Doyle bond, it has been found that 
there were differences which, if found 
in the plate, would be sufficient to 
enable anybody, however inexpert, to de- 
tect the spurious bonds, and throw serious 
doubt upon the story about the purchase of 
the plate from the employes of the Govern- 
ment. At the top of the bond there is a head 
of Salmon P. Chase. Te the right and left of 
this head are Jathe work scrolls, identical in 
composition with the figures 1,000, across the 
face of each. The two scrolls are like each 
other, but they are not precisely like 
those on the genuine bonds in all 
respects, and the two in the spurious are also 
like each other, but they are not precisely like 
those on the genuinebond. Inthe geometrical 
tigures forming the scroll, the words ‘“‘ United 
States” are engraved repeatedly, and in 
the genuine the ball at the foot of the figure 
of the 1,000 covers half the second letter ‘‘s’”’ 
ia the word “‘States.’’ In the Doyle bond 
the letter ‘‘s” is just touched by the figure 1. 
Other differences have been discovered, small 
in themseives, but great enough to throw dis- 
credit upon the story told for Doyle’s benefit 
and to create doubt about the truth of the prop- 
osition that the plate held by Secretary Folger 
is a genuine one stolen from the Govern- 
ment or sold by its employes. The figure 
of the Goddess of Liberty at the left of the 
boad has been critically examined. It is found 
that the eoronet, finished sharp over the fore- 
head in the genuine, is blunt and round in the 
Doyle bond. The staff which the woman 
holds is fimished at the foot with a 
button and points in the genuine bond, 
and by a button aione in the Doyle boud. 
The hair line shadows to the letters forming 
the caption of the bond, made up of a certain 
number of lines in the genuine, contain a dif- 
terent number of lines in the counterfeit. 
While the Doyle bond appears to be a danger- 
ous counterieit to the untrained observer it 
Goes not deceive all experts. 

a in his recent visit to New-York Secretary 

‘olger submitted to Mr. Marlow, one of the 
employes of the Sub-Treasury, two bonds, 
one of which was genuine and the other a 
Doyle bond. The remark was made as to 
whether one was bad ornot. This expert took 
the bonds in his hands and, glancing at them, 
said: **This one is good; that one is bad.” 
This decision was made almest instantly. 

The report that $22,000,000 of the Doyle 
bends had been issued and are upon the mar- 
ket, or that any other bonds have been issued 
and are now upon the market, or that any 
other bonds have been issued in large numbers, 
is ridiculed. Mr. William Fletcher, Chief of 
the Loans and Currency Division, said 
to-day that there are very few of 
the 6 per cents of 1881 outstanding. He 
has been in the department for years, and 
says that not one spurious bond of this issue 
has yet come to the redemption bureau. 
Some years ago a spurious seven-thirty bond 
was detected as soon as it was _pre- 
sented, and after two prominent New- 
York agents of the Government had ac- 
cepted a large number of them. Mr. Fletcher 
says that it is absurd to suppose that 
$22,000,000 or anything like that sum, or any 
very large number, of Doyle bonds could have 
been disposed of. The expert would not only 
detect them at the Treasury upon the receipt 
of a duplicate number, as a record of all bonds 
received for redemption is kept, but he would 
also be familiar with the writing in which the 
bonds were issued. He had not seen any 
Doyle bonds except those shownin the depart- 
ment as having been captured or accounted 
for at the time ot the capture of the $204,000 
from Doyle. If there were many of the bonds 
out, the fact would soon be discovered, for all 
the bonds of 1681 are rapidly coming in for re- 
demption or extension as5}4 per cents. Up 
to this time there has not been presented the 
first duplicate of any number of the 6 per 
cent. series of 1881, or the 6s of 1881, as they 
are called. 

The Secretary of the Treasury will not let 
this matter “ab? until he has thoroughly in- 
vestigated it. If there has been any collusion 
between employes of the Treasury Depart- 
ment and counterfeiters, and it can he shown, 
there will be no hesitation in applying a heroic 
remedy, and that promptly. Up to this time, 
it should be said in justice to the employes of 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, 
nothing but suspicion has been aroused, the 
suspicion being based upon general assertions 
and not directed to any particular persons.

WORK IN THE LOWER HOUSE, 

Wasninetron, June 5.—The Ways and 
Means Committee failed to seeure to-day the 
passage of the bill to correct the statutes so as 
to restore the pound duties to imported knit 
goods. The vote was 136 to 70, almost two- 
thirds. Another attempt will be made 
to pass the bill under a_ suspension 


of the rules two weeks hence, and it is be- 
lieved it will be successful. Almost at the 
last moment it was decided not to take the 
risk of submitting the seventeen-million- 
dollar River and Harbor bill to a two- 
thirds vote. Considerable opposition to 
the plan had been developed on _ the 
Republican side, and the advocates of the 
railroading process discovered that _discre- 
tion demanded delay. Congressman Bliss, of 
Brooklyn, was made happy by the passage of 
his bill for a public building in Brooklyn, hav- 
ing labored for several years for the success of 


this measure.

WASHINGTON, June 5, 1882,

Each United States 
Senator shall be empowered to select a candi- 
date, who shall be known as an ‘‘ Appointee 
Such appointee having been thus 
nominated, shall be subjected to an examina- 
tion before a board of three persons, one of 
whom shall be selected by the head of the bureau 
to which the appointment is to be made. The 
successful competitor shall be appointed for 
six months, and at the end of that period for 
three years, and shal! be removable only for 


cause.

GUITEAU’S DOOM SEALED. 
WASHINGTON, June 5.—Chief-Justice Cartter 
Hagner, constituting the 
court in banc, to-day rendered their 
decision upon the last motion filed by 
Mr. Reed in Guiteau’s behalf on Friday last. 
The Chief-Justice delivered the decision, 
which was as follows: “In the case of Guiteau, 
the Judges who listened to argument in that case 
have come to the conclusion that they have ex- 
hausted their powers upon it; that they have 
heard it patiently, fully, and fairly, and that a re- 
argument would bring them to no other conclusion 
than that which they have already arrived at, aud 
they decline to reopen the case for argument.”’ 

Mr. Reed stated after the decision had been 
rendered that he intended to-morrow to present 4 
further motion in the Criminal Court, Judge Wylie 
presiding. Nothing is known of its nature by any 
person except the District Attorney and Mr. Reed, 
but it is supposed to be based on technical objec- 
tions to the form of the verdict. 

Mr. Charles H. Reed, counsel for Guiteau, yester- 
day received the following letter, under date of 
May 31, from Mrs. Theodore Dunmire, formerly 
the wife of Guiteau: “I shall esteem it a personal 
favor if you willinform me at once if any effort 
will be made with President Arthur for a commu- 
tation of the sentence of Charles. Please bear me 
in mind in the matter, and if there is aught I can 
do to assist successful accomplishment I am ready 
to act. Weare not in favor of him being hanged, 
although the press both here and elsewhere have 
stated to the contrary.”

A REPORT OF GOOD WEATHER OFFSET 
GLOOMY PREDICTIONS, 

CuaicaGco, June 5.—A letter from Macomb, 
Ill, notes fine weather there andarapid drying 
of the ground Saturday, which would permit the 
farmers to be in the flelds to-day. The letter says 
that on June 25, 1880, hardly any cori was up in 
that neighborhood, yet the crop of that year was 
a good one. In conrection with this a very inter- 


esting and important statement respecting the 
outlook for corn in Illinois is made by a leading 
member of the Board of Trade, one who had beena 
farmer and grain shipper from the country for many 
years, as well as a dealer on ‘Change, and knows 
whereof he affirms: “ Eight-tenths of the ground 
in the corn-growing States was planted by the Ist 
of June, in 1878. In this statement I include Illl- 
nois, Iowa, Nebraska, Indiana, Kausas, Ohio, and 
Missouri. It is now the 5th of June, and 1 will 
venture to assert that all that area which is north 
of the latitude of Springfiela, [1L, not one-eighth of 
the corn is up above ground, and serious eppre- 
hensions are entertained that it is rotting instead 
of growing. We have had thus far one of 
the coldest Springs, with cold rains, and corn ean- 
not grow in such weather. I own four elevators 
in the corn belt, and they are run entirely under 
my direction. On the ist of June I telegraphed to 
the parties in charge of each of these houses ask- 
ing for iniormation. They reported only one car- 
load in each elevator, whieh indicates that we are 
now wholly dependent upon farmers’ deliveries 
for our — Siace then we have had cold 
rains each day, some days very heavy, and it still 
continues. We need both rain and sun to make a 
corn crop. In 1881 we were burned out, and it 
seems as if we are to be drowned out this year. 
We have had no such season as this since 1869, 
when it rained every other day in May and Jane, 
and we had not a quarter of a crop, the result 
being 96 cents for corn before July 1. ‘There is 
more reason for high prices new than then, as we 
have not asurplus to fall back upon this year, 
while the demand for consumption now is much 
greater.”’

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AN INSURANCE COMPANY’S RIGHTS. 
Troy, N. Y., June 5.—F. R. Coudert and 
John N. Lewis, of New-York, made an application 
to-day to Judge Ingalls to compel the Superintend- 
ent of the Insurance Department to examine the 


affairs of tae Mutual Fire Insurance Company, of 
New-York, and to grant it the necessary certificate 
to enable it to commence business. The organiza- 
tion was chartered 13 years ago, but Superintend- 
ent Fairman declines to make the examination on 
the ground that the chartered rights have lapsed. 
Judge Ingalls decided that the Legislature has 
thrice recognized the company; that its rights 
have not lapsed; that the Superintendent of the 
Insurance Department is not the judge of that 
one, and directs him to make the examin- 
ation.

The prison- 
er’s counsel submitted that no forgery had been 
committed. The Judge was also pia ee of the 
opinion that the prisoner should be discharged, but 
said that he would remand him for one week to 
give his counsel an opportunity of appealing to the 
full court of Judges.

DISCUSSING REPRESSIVE MEAS. 
URES FOR IRELAND. 

THE FIRST TWO CLAUSES OF THE REPRESSION 
BILL ADOPTED BY A LARGE MAJORITY 
—CONDEMNING THE RELEASE OF ‘‘S8US- 
PECTS’’ IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

Lonpon, June 5.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Gladstone, replying 
to Mr. Healy, said there have been no resigna- 
tions of Irish Judges on account of the Re- 
pression bill. There are two vacancies, but 
they are simply owing to promotions, 

In the House of Commons this evening the 
first clause of the Repression bill was passed 
in committee by a vote of 227 to 39. During 
the discussion several Irish members expressed 
their wish that the Special Commission Courts 
be precluded from trying prisoners for treason 
in consequence of words spoken or written in 
a foreign country. Sir William Harcourt, the 
Home Secretary, insisted that British subjects 
who, in America or elsewhere, counseled inva- 
sion of England or committed treasonable acts 
ought, on coming within the jurisdiction of 
England, to be made amenable for sueh coun- 
sel or acts. The House, by a vote of 128 to 25, 
indorsed the Home Secretary’s views. Mr. 
Healy moved that no person be tried for 
treason committed outside of Ireland. The 
motion was rejected by a vote of 181 to 22. 
Mr. Cowen contended that the suspension of 
trial by jury would demoralize both people 
and Judges. Mr. Parnell denied that the Irish 

eople sympathize with crime. ‘the Phonix 

Park murders, he said, had produced a desire 

to assist in the enforcement of the law, but 

that feeling disappeared when the Repression 
bill was introduced. He declared that the bill 
would tend to increase outrages. : ; 

The second clause of the Repression bill, 
which provides for appeal from Special Com- 
mission Courts to the Court of Criminal Ap- 
peal, was adopted unanimously, and, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Marum, Liberal, member for Kil- 
kenny County, progress was reported. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon the 
Marquis of Waterford moved for the corre- 
spondence in connection with the recent re- 
lease of ‘‘suspects.’”? He condemned the action 
of the Government in coming to terms with 
Mr. Parnell and other Land Leaguers. Earl 
Cowper deprecated the release of the “sus- 
pect” members of Parliament and regretted 
that the subject of arrears of rent was mixed 
up with the general question. The Marquis of 
Salisbury said the Government had given their 
conciliatory measures in a way that led to the 
belief that the measures were extorted by 
crime. 

A compositor named Schwelm has been ar- 
rested in London in connection with articles 
published in the H'reiheit.

ublisher of a report in the Freiheit of a meet- 
ing where resolutions of congratulation were 
passed on the murders of Lord Frederick Cav- 
endish and Mr. Burke.

THE DEATH OF GARIBALDI. 
HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED BY THE POPE 
—EXPRESSIONS OF SYMPATHY. 

Rome, June 5.—On hearing of the death 
of Garibaldi, the Pope remained silent awhile, 
then, raising his eyes to heaven, he said: 
‘* There has gene another figure of the revo- 
lution. Oh God, be merciful to him !”’ 

Garibaldi fainted at 6:30 o'clock Friday 
evening, but really lingered until 8:50 o'clock, 
when his death occurred. The Vatican organ, 
the Voce Della Verita, says: *‘ Garibaldi was 
one of the most determined, but also the frank- 
est, of our adversaries. Not from him came 


the heaviest blows and the bitterest troubles. 
He was no hypocrite. May the pravers of his 
pious mother have smoothed the last moments 
of her son’s agitated life.” 

Movements are being made in many cities 
for the erection of moauments to Garibaldi. 
The municipality of Genoa have subscribed 
20,060f. toward the erection of a monument, 
and that of Verona 10,000f. for the same pur- 
pose. The municipality of Rome have con- 
tributed 80,000f. for the erection of a monu- 
ment on Janiculum Hill. 

Deputations from the Senate and Chamber 
of Deputies and the municipality of Rome and 
representatives of the King and Ministry will 
proceed to Caprera on Tuesday. The date for 
the funeral has not yet been decided upon, 
The acting Syndic of Rome has made an ap- 
plication for Garibaldi’s sword, proposing to 
preserve it forever in the Capitol. 

Dr. Pini, Secretary of the Cremation Soci- 
ety of Milan, has started for Caprera to make 
arrangements for the carrying out of Gen. 
Garibaldi’s will. Signor Crispi accompanies 
him. 

ViENNA, June 5.—A dispatch to the Presse 
from Trieste says: ‘* The Italian organ Inde- 
pendente, having appeared with a black border 

ecause of the death of Gen. Garibaldi, has been 
confiscated by the authorities. All concerts 
and performances at the theatres have been 
stopped, No reason is assigned for this action. 
Great excitement prevails. All the shops are 
closed. Some disturbances occurred on Satur- 
day evening, and several arrests were made,”’ 

Paris, June 5.—Victor Hugo has tele- 
graphed to Caprera as follows: ‘‘ It is more 
than death; it is a catastrophe. Not only Italy 
and France, but mankind mourns.”’ 

The French reactionary papers publish bit- 
ter articles on Garibaldi. Victor Hugo has 
sent a telegram accepting the honorary Presi- 
dency of the funeral, but stating that he will 
be umable to be present on account of his great 
age. 

“The Municipal Council and several Republi- 
can journals have decided to send delegates to 
attend the ebsequies of Gen. Garibaldi. 

Presru, June 5.—The lower house of the 
Diet has adopted a resolution expressing sym- 
pathy for the loss Italy and mankind have 
sustained by the death ot Garibaldi. 

Lonpon, June 5.—The Cobden Club has 
passed a resolution expressing regret at the 
death of Gen. Garibaldi. 

Lonpon, June 6.—A correspondent at Rome 
telegraphs that the body of Gen. Garibaldi 
will be cremated on Wednesday. The services 
attending the cremation will be of a 
non-religious character. King Humbert 
has deputed Prince Thomas of Savoy 
to represent him at the ceremony. 
Deputations representing the Army and 
Navy will also attend. It is proposed to erect 
a light-house at Caprera as a memorial of the 
deceased General. Four hundred university 
students attacked and wrecked the offices of 
the clerical newpapers Cassandrina and Voce 
della Verita because the former had spoken 
disrespectfully of Garibaldi.

THE EGYPTIAN COMPLICATIONS. 

WORK ON THE FORTIFICATIONS STOPPED— 
THE PORTE AND THE CONFERENCE, 

Carro, June 5.—In consequence of the 
protest of the British Government against the 
military preparations in Egypt, the Sultan has 
telegraphed to the Khédive to request Arabi 
Pasha to discontinue them, and order the ces- 
sation of the work on the fortifications at Al- 
exandria, 

ALEXANDRIA, June 5.—It is said that the 
orders for the cessation of work on the fortifi- 


cations here arrived too late, as the fortifica- 
tions have been completed. 

The French iron-clads Hirondelle and Alma 
have arrived here, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 5.—Dervisch Pasha 
has taken a large number of presents to Egypt. 

Osman Refki and the other officers con- 
demned by the court-martial have arrived 
here from Egypt. They are detained in one 
of the palaces, and are forbidden communica- 
tion with the outer world. 

Signor Mancini, the ltalian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, replying to the Porte’s ob- 
jections to the holding of a conference, 
says he bas not yet responded to the in- 
vitation of England and France. He in- 
forms the Porte that if Dervisch Pasha’s 
mission proves unsuccessful, Italy will then 
be prepared to recur to the conference. The 
Russian Government has replied that, al- 
though it has signified its assent to the confer- 
ence, it accepts the communication from the 
Porte ad referendum, and is ready to enter 
into fresh negotiations with the powers. 
Count von Hatzfeldt, acknowledging the Turk- 


ish dispatch, says Germany capaot withdraw 





from the European concert. Prince Bis- 
marck has not yet replied either to the invita- 
tion to the conference or the circular of the 
Porte. 

Lonpon, June 5.—In the Heuse of Commons 
this afternoon Sir Charles Dilke, Under For- 
eign Secretary, said that the statement that 
Lord Dufferin, British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople, had telegraphed that the postpone- 
ment of the conference was desirable is en- 
tirely without foundation. Sir Stafford North- 
cote asked whether it was to be understood 
that the proposal for a conference was still be- 
fore the Porte. Sir Charles Dilke replied 
““Yes.”? He said no direct answer had been 
received from the Porte. The Government 
were oaly informed concerning its views by 
Lord Dufferin. He stated that Arabi Pasha 
has ordered the work on the earth-works to be. 
stopped. 

Lonpon, June 6.—A dispatch from Cairo 
says: ‘‘ Arabi Pasha has been acting under the 
direction of an Afghan Mussulman, a friend of 
Dervisch Pasha. It is considered probable 
that Dervisch Pasha, while outwardly sup- 
porting the Khédive, will secretly support 
Arabi Pasha in his resistance.” 

A dispatch from Alexandria reports that 
Egyptian soldiers had been observed drilling 
with heavy guns on the shores of the harbor. 
They were seen measuring the exact distances 
of the English ships from land.

and exempted from the sale, are, by the laws of 
Virginia, sole custodians of the remains of Jeffer-: 
son, which they will under no consideration allow .

MANY INSTANCES OF FRAUD LAID BEFORE 
THE JURY—THE FORGERY OF SIGNA- 
TURES TO PETITIONS TO BE PROVED—~ 
MR. WILSON TO OPEN FOR BRADY TO- 
DAY. 

WasarincrTon, June 5.—The entire session 
of the Crimina] Court to-day was occupied by 
Col. George Bliss, who brought his opening 
address for the Government in the star route 
cases to an end at 3 o’clock. Col. Bliss has not 
indulged in rhetoric in his 10 hours’ speech, 
but has confined himself to an explanation of 
the methods and regulations of the contract 
division of the Post Office Department, and a 
presentation of the facts in the history of the 
routes set forth in the indictment. Taking up 
every kind of fraud which was practiced in 
this part of the mail service, he has mado 
the methods of the ring so clear that no one 
could fail to understand them. He has shown 
what part of the work was done by each of 


the accused persons. The subject is so 
large, the instances of fraud are so 
many, and the methods so _ variegated, 
that it is not strange that two days should be 
consumed in the opening by counsel endeavor- 
ing fully to explain the peculiarities of a di- 
vision of the mail service which is a sealed 
book to the masses of the people. While 
Col. Bliss presented a great many 
facts which have been known to the public for 
several months, he also referred to important 
testimony of witnesses who will show how 
some of the petitions for increase and expedi- 
tion were forged. He promised to prove that 
in some cases the names of residents along the 
lines were forged, and in others that the 
names of persons living hundreds of miles 
away were placed upon the petitions without 
their knowledge. Judge Jeremiah Wilson, 
-counsel for Gen. Brady, will open for the de- 
.fense to-morrow, and it is expected that he 
“will occupy the entire day. It is believed thae 
counsel for other defendants will follow him, 
+> -— 
CLOSE OF MR. BLISS’S ARGUMENT. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Col. Bliss resumed 
his opening address to the jury on the star route 
, cases in the Criminal Court this morning. He said 
.he had on Friday gone over the whole scheme of 
the letting of star route contracts, and of their ex- 
pedition and increase. There could not, he said, 
have been any legitimate necessity for further in- 
crease after the excessive sums already mentioned 
had been expended by Brady during the first nine 
months of his administration. But on the 134 
routes of the Dorsey combination he had granted 
66 orders for increased pay in 1878, and 79 in the 
following year. The statute forbidding increased 
pay for expedition, unless the employment of more 
men and animals was required, was again read by 
Mr. Bliss, and its appiication explained to the jury. 
He claimed that this statute had been outrageous- 
ly violated and purposely misconstrued by Brady, 
for the benefit of his fellow-conspirators. There 
might be one, and only one, defense for Brady—he 
might claim to have been deceived, and to have 
believed that the affidavits represented the needs 
of the country; but he would produce facts to 
show that he could not, from the very nature of 
the contracts, have believed this. Brady had, in 


fact, received protests in many cases against the 
increases and expeditions ordered by him—pro- 
tests from sub-contractors, from Postmasters, and 
from people along the routes. 

Mr. Bliss said he had so far dwelt particularly 
upon Brady’s misdeeds because he wasa high public 
officer, and was regarded as the most guilty of the 
defendants. Now.as to the others, said Mr. Bliss, 
—- W. Dorsey was a United States Senator, 
and at one time Chairman of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Post Offices. His brother. John W. Dorsey, 
was an agent of some mechanical concern ina 
small New-England town. Peck was a brother- 
in-law.of John W. Dorsey, and was in 
poor health, suffering from consumption. Miner 
was a friend of Dorsey, living in Sandusky, 
Ohio; Rerdell came originally from Arkansas, fig- 
ured in certain investigations in no enviable light, 
was afterward a Post Office clerk. and finaily a 
clerk and general henchman to —— W. Dorsey, 
whom Mr. Bliss characterized as the leading spirit 
and guide of the conspiracy. Vaile was the only 
regular contractor in the combination; the only 
one of them who ever carried a mail. Boone was 
brought in because he had brains, a thorough 
knewledge of the business of the Post Office, 
and was fertile in expedients for the evasion 
of penalties for non-performance of contract. 
Dorsey might have bought his men, might 
have set up bis dummies, but Brady could 
have overturned everything, and his assist- 
ance was indispensable. The preiiminaries to 
the conspiracy were begun in December, 
1877. About that time Boone began send- 
ing out circulars to Postmasters and others 
along the routes, asking for information concern- 
ing them, offering in return to transact any busi-' 
ness they might have before the departments. An- 
swers were to be addressed to “James H. Ketner 
& Co., lock box No. 714, Washington, D. C.” 
“You will hear a great deal of that box No. 714,” 
said Mr. Bliss, ** for to that box was sent for a long 
time all of the mail of the conspiracy.” Boone 
also had privately printed copies of the official 
forms for bids of the Post Office Department. It 
Was necessary to have the sureties on these bids 
approved by a Postmaster, and Stephen W. Dorsey 
had sent numbers of them to Postmasters in his 
own State of Arkansas, and over his own 
signature, and sometimes using the official 
paper of the United States Senate, had 
requested the Postmasters to sign them. 
Mr. Clendennin, Postmaster at Fort Smith, had re- 
fused, pointing out to Dorsey that the action asked 
of him was clearly in violation of the law. One 
Hedley, Postmaster at Little Rock, had done his 

art, however—he had approved them in bulk. 

eck's name was on some of these bids, and as he 
was in New-Mexico, some one had gone before the 
notary and represented him, swearing that Peck’s 
signature was hisown. The compensation for 29 
of the 124 combination contracts had been at soms 
time reduced, but either before or after this they 
had been increased so as more than to cover the 
temporary decrease. Speaking of Peck, Mr. Bliss 
said he supposed him to be dead, but from the 
fact that money due tohim had been regulariy 
drawn since his aileged death, and because powers 
of attorney, which are rendered void by death, are 
still being used in Peck’s name, there was area- 
sonable doubt. 

At this point Attorney-General Brewster made 
his appearance, and, after shaking hands with Mr. 
Bliss, took his seat among the prosecuting officers. 
Resuming, Mr. Bliss said: These bids and con- 
tracts were prepared at Dorsey’s residence here. 
We shall show that in one case John W. Dorsey 
made oath to an application for increase as a sub- 
contractor when he had never acted as a sub-con- 
tractor. He would show that all of the receipts 
from the contracts had been placed in one general 
pool. The combination was known under differ- 
ent names; sometimes as Miner, Vaile & Co., 
sometimes as John W. Dorsey & Co.. all of 
their mail being addressed to ** box No. 714,” held 
in the name of Boone’s 16-year-old step- 
son, James H. Ketner. It would appear 
that there was afterward some sort of 
a subdivision of this pool; that lots were drawn 
for certain shares. Mr. Bliss said he had no time 
to go into further details, but would mention more 
significant circumstances. In May. 1881, there 
seemed to have been a disagreement among the 
conspirators. Rerdell, Dorsey’s confidential clerk, 
had gone to Mr. Clayton Powell, a political 
opporent of Senator Dorsey in Arkansas, and had 
told him of the existence of the conspiracy. Mr. 
Bliss then proseeded to detail the circum- 
stances of Rerdell’s confession to Postmaster- 
General James and Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh, which has already been testified to 
by these gentlemen in Rerdell’s preliminary exam- 
ination before Judge Snell in the Police court. 
Rerdell had read to Messrs. James and MacVeagh 
letters relating to the conspiracy, but after renew- 
ing his allegiance to — the letters had been 
destroyed. Fortunately, the speaker said, they 
had secured accurate copies, even tracings of 
many of these letters, and would show them to 
the jury. He thought the court would instruct 
them that a fellow-conspirator’s confe:sion was as 
good evidence as a confession would be in any 
other case, and he did not think the jury would be- 
lieve the absurd story that Rerdell had made the 
confession only while acting as an amateur de- 
tective. They would prove that Brady had made 
a distinct admissien of having received money 
from these contracts, and would add coniirmatory 
evidence to that admission. 

“T will conclude,” said Mr. Bliss, “by going 
over the points which { exp:ct to prove,” and 
referring to a large mass of papers beside him. ne 
took up separately a number ofthe routes whereon 
frauds are claimed to have been committed, going 
minutely into the details of their schedules, the 
compensation and increases allowed, the manner of 
their manipulation by the combination and other 
particulars. In one of John W. Dorsey’s letters to 
& person out West, be said that Stephen W. Dorsey 
was a member of their combination, “and do 

ou believe that John W. Dorsey spoke anything 
at the truth ?” inquired Mr. Bliss. Another letter 
said: ‘* We have got to work together if we hope 
tosecure the increase we expect.” A number of 
other letters were quoted, most of them tending to 
establish a connection between Stephen W. Dorsey 
and Brady and the other members of the com 
tion. Among them were one from Steph 





and directing him thereafter to address his com- 
ae to him (Dorsey.) It was on this route that 

e sub-contractor had been assigned an utterly 
impracticable schedule, and heavily fined for not 
carrying it into effect, the fines being divided 
among the conspiratons. 

A recess was taken at this point for half an 
hour. After recess Mr. Bliss continued his expla- 
uation of the routes in detail, On one route ter- 
minating at Lake City the mail carried in one year 
amounted to two circulars, two newspapers, two ° 
official letters, and one ordinary letter, and for this 
service the Government paid $23,431 a year. Ani- 
mas City was directly on a route; the stage passed 
by the very door of the Post Office; yet compensa- 
tion for 10 miles increased distance was allowed 
for sto ping at Animas City. In his confession, 
Rerdell had told them of a route upon which no 
service had been performed, but had failed to de- 
scribe it so that it might be located. An Inspector 
had afterward found it, however. It was from 
Los Pines to Ouray, and was already included in 
another route. After earnest protests against 
its maintenance that route was finally 
abolished, but in cutting it off Brady had allowed 
the contractor pay for an extra month, although 
he had already been paid for nine months when no 
service had been performed. This did not look as 
if Rerdell had come to them for information. as his 
counsel claimed. ‘‘Here is a Postmaster,” said 
Mr. Bliss, ‘* who writes to the department saying 
there had been no through mail for over a year, 
and asking that the service be reduced to once a 
week, because he ‘had got tired of setting up at 
night to open empty mail-bags.’’’ One of the pe- 
titions for increased service was in the hand writin 
of John R. Miner, and the first name that of Ed- 
ward Hall, Postmaster at Cafion City. This gentle- 
man had seen that signature for the first time since 
this trial began, and the other names were forger- 
fes or the names of persons who did not live within 
thousands of miles of the routes. Upon such 
petitions increases were allowed. ‘No won- 
der,” said Mr. Bliss, “that after such a display 
of muniticence, Brady insists that an ordinary tri- 
bunal of justice cannot try him; that he must be 
impeached by the House and Senate,’”’ Petitions 
had actually been filed inthe department, with a 
full list of names, and the blanks unfilled. One un- 
dated letter, signed by Sidney Dillon, President of 
the Union Pacific Railroad, had cost the Govern- 
ment $30,000 a year until an honest administration 
same in. A number of letters ;from Postmasters, 
remonstrating against expedition, were quoted by 
Mr. Bliss, but they had been disregarded, he said, 
and the expeditions enforced. On the 8th of 
March, 1881, four days after the new Admin- 
istration came itn, Brady had issued another 
order of increase on one of the favored roads. 
The order was discovered by Postmaster-General 
James, and upon the same day he directed that it 
be revoked. Aninterview followed between the 
Postmaster-General and Brady, who inquired 
whether that was to be the future policy of the 
department, and was informed that it was. Brady, 
however, did not revoke the order, and it was only 
after its discovery sometime afterward by Mr. 
Woodward that it was revoked. 

Mr. Bliss summed up his argument by a rapid 
statement of the number of contracts worked by 
the combination, and finished with an appeal to 
the jury carefully to consider the subject and ren- 
der a verdict in conformity with the evidence. The 
court then adjourned until to-morrow morning, 
when Mr. Wilson will begin the opening argument 
tor the defense.

SEARCHING A DERELICT BARK.

THREE NEGROES LYNCHED—OFFENSES RE- 
PORTED YESTERDAY. 

LitTLeE Rock, Ark., June 5.—On Sunday a 
week ago there was great excitement at Butler- 
ville, Lonoke County, on the report that a little 
girl named Annie Bridges, 13 years old, had been 
repeatedly outraged by three negroes, who left 
her at § o’clock that night and fled.

FOUR COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED 
DISCOVERY IN PHILADELPHIA OF A MANU- 
FACTORY OF FRAUDULENT MONEY. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 5.—On Thursday last 
Secret Service Agents David Gilkinson and Frank 
Kelley saw two men, Frederick Kunnecke and 
Joseph Lock, arrive here in steamer from Baltl- 
more. These men met William H. Robinson, alias 
‘** Gopher Bill.’’ who handed them a package. Later 
in the day the Baltimoreans took the train 


for that city, and the same nignt the Secret 
Service officers, assisted by detectives, captured 
them, and found that the bundle which they had 
obtained here contained $620 in counterfeit ten- 
dollar notes of the issue of Muncy (Penn.) National 
Bank, and fifty-dollar notes of the Central National 
Bank of New-York, and about $200 in counterfeit 
silver coin. The two prisoners were arraigned 
before a Umted States Commissioner the 
next day, and committed in default of $19,- 
000 bail each for trial. Robinson was closely 
watched after this episode, and he was found in 
company with Alfred L. Hubbard, a man of re- 
spectable appearance, about 35 years of age. who 
is not known to the officers as a criminal. Infor- 
mation was obtained which led to the arrest of 
‘Gopher Bill’ at Twelfth and Cuthbert streets 
last Saturday night, and Hubbard at his home, 
No. 632 McKean-street, yesterday. Hubbard's house 
was searched, and all the materia! and implements 
requisite for the manufacture of counterfeit silver 
coin were captured. The Secret Service officers 
found a large cast-iron machine used for milling 
coins, crucibles, metals, and acids, and some blank 
dies used for making gold coins, as well as $900 in 
counterfeit dollars and half-dollars. The prisoners 
were urraigned before United States Commissioner 
Gibbons this afternoon and committed for trial.

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HORSES AND WOLVAS. 


GEN. ABE BUFORD DESCRIBES THE BATTLE 
HE WITNESSED ON THE PLAINS FORTY 
YEARS AGO, 


From a Lecture Reported by the Louisville Commercial 

In the year of 1842 I was a Lieutenant of 
dragoons, and accompanied Capt. Nathan Boone 
in a campaign over the Western prairies in search 
of the Great Salt Lake of the West. A squadron 
of dragoons was the strength of the command. 
The officers were Boone, commanding; Lieuts. 
Johnson, Chilton, Anderson, and myself. We were 
camped on the head-waters of the Big Red fork of 
the Arkansas River about the 20th of June, when 
all nature seemed rejoicing over the grand and 
beautiful scenery which is to be witnessed in no 
other part of the world but !on the great plains of 
the West. During the night we could hear 
the distant neighing and snorting of horses 
and the barking and howling of wolves. 
Our horses were breaking loose’ from 
their lariats frequently during the night. No one 
in camp could design the cause of the trouble save 


Capt. Boone, who said there must be a battle of the 
woives und horses raging, and ordered the guards 
to be doubled to prevent a stampede of our own 
horses. At 7 fe the command was mounted 
and Boone said we would have an opportunity to 
capture a horse or two. So Anderson, Chilton, and 
myself selected three squads of the best mounted 
dragoons in the command. We moved down the 
creek in the direction of the sound of the neighing 
and barking, and all were on tip-toe to witness 
the battle. Going about a mile under cover of the 
banks of the little creek, the noise growing more 
distinct every moment until we got opposite the 
field of battle, which was upon the level prairie, 
about 300 yards from the bluff banks; here we 
halted and the three officers dismounted and went 
upon the bank to reconnoitre. We saw the battle 
raging; the herd of horses was about 150 strong, 
and the most prominent one among them was the 
** Great white horse of the plains,’’ which many of 
you have doubtless often read of. He seemed to 
be the commander, and had formed the maresin a 
circle with their heels to the enemy, or outward. 
The diameter of this circle was about 100 yards, 
with all the foalsand younger colts in the centre; 
al! the staliions, with the “ white horse” in com. 
mand, on the outside and surrounding the circle of 
mares, who were fighting the wolves. The wolves 
would retreat rapidly from us over the beautiful 
prairie, and we gave chase with all the 
speed we could. ‘The white horse” in this 
retreat commanded the rear guard. Before the 
retreat commenced, I noticed a squad of stallions 
approach the circle of mares; they pawed the 
earth, neighed and snorted fiercely and started off, 
leading the retreat. The mares opened the circle, 
atid the colts went out following a squad of mares, 
the other mares in their rear, and the ‘‘ white 
horse” stillin the rear. I was mounted on a thor- 
ough-bred horse given me by my father. He was 
sired by Sidi Hamet. I gave Cid the spur and 
moved directly at the White King, with pistol in 
hand, thinking I might crease himif I could ever 
get by nis side. In this chase Anderson's squad and 
mine kept well togetner. But Chilton’s men being 
mounted on inferior horses, such as Nouh's ponies, 
were left far in the rear. As we approached 
the herd “white horse’ would go slow 
and let us come up to within 20 yards 
of him, but could go away from us at 
his ease. He would keep between us and some of 
the old mares and coits until we would drive him 
forward by approaching too close. When it be- 
came evident that some of these mares and colts 
would fall into our hands the * white horse,” evi- 
dently with much excitement, would abandon 
them to their fate. We continued this chase some 
six or seven miles, when all of our horses, save my 
horse Cid, were pretty well blown, I made several 
forced dashes at the white horse, but could not 
reach him. Cid was too heavily handicapped, al 
though my avoirdupois was not near so great aa it 
is to-day, when the *' white horse’’ was only carry- 
ingafeather. On this chase we captured several 
old mares and colts, all of which, being too closely 
allied to Noah’s ponies, not having had the advan- 
tage of the race track and breeding under the 
direction of man, we set them at liberty on the 
plains to rejoin their herd. On this chase Ander- 
son attempted to crease a young stallion that he 
got along side of, but sent a ball through his brain 
and killed him. Creasing is sending a ball through 
the upper muscle of the neck, which stuns the 
horse and he falis and is helpless for a few min- 
utes, and can be secured by a lariat while in this 
condition, On our return from the chase to the 
camp, where we found Boone and Johnson roast 
ing buffalo hump and jerking beef, we passed the 
battle-ground where were many evidences of the 
battle, quite a number of dead wolves and horses 
and some carcasses of horses on the outer edge 
of the battle-field that had fallen in some 
of the charges, and the wolves had devoured 
their carcasses. When we reached camp with our old 
mares and colts Boone laughed heartily, and said: 
“Why, Medoc, (which was my nickname among 
the officers,) I thought you were going to capture 
the ‘ white horse,’ mounted on your thorough-bred 
from the Blue-grass region?’ My reply was that 
Cid was too heavily bandicapped, while the ‘* white 
horse’ was without weight, carrying only a feather. 
We were all tired after this chase. We enjoyed 
hugely the roasted buffalo hump, roasted hefore 
the open fire, and remained in camp over night. 

Such, my friends, isa hastily prepared desecrip- 
tion of the battle of the ‘horses and wolves,” in 
which we plainly see the reasoning powers of this 
great ‘white horse of the plains” fully developed. 
We also plainly eee his military idea brought fully 
into play. In his assaults upon his enemy he first 
organizes his assaulting parties, and his retreat 
from his more formidable opponent, the dragoons, 
he covers the retreatof his army. This is certainly 
the strongest of evidence that he possesses reason- 
ing powers, and is therefore a fit asssociate and 
companion of man.

First, to produce resistance on the part of the Ken- 
tucky troops against marching beyond the border; 
second, to draw the distinction between the epochs 
of Kentucky’s action, with the view of making a 
diversion in our favor by kindling a fire in the 
rear; third, to let him know that my friends should 
be let alone when they want to join me, or I would 
resort to most violent means to secure their re, 
lease. Indeed, I will redeem the promise soon, 
and I thitik it would be well for our cause if the 
policy of our Government was more bold and des- 
perate. By the heavens above us, were I the di- 
rector of public affairs, 1 would have Northern 
cities fired and conspicuous Northern men slain, 
until the capitalists should feel that this war was 
not confined to the South, and that no spot had es- 
caped the deluge, and no heaa was safe wherever 
it might rest.

COLFAX ON DICKINSON’S HAMLET.

From the South Bend (ind.) Tribune, 

The Tribune, noticing that Mr. Colfax 
seemed very much interested in Miss Dickinson's 
rendition of Hamlet, asked him his opinion. He 
said he had been most agreeatly surprised. From 
the comments of the New-York theatrical critics 


he had supposed that she had found it impossible 
to overcome the difficulties of sex in playing 
the part, or to escape from the tendency 
toward the monotone, caused by so many years 
of lecturing. But she certainly crossed the 
stage back and forth like a gentleman, 
sat down on asofa likea careless young fellow 
would, and walked about with Hamlet’s compan- 
ions as naturally as any young man before her 
would have done, and her voice had certainly as 
wide a range in its inflections as any of the Ham- 
lets he had ever seen. Indeed, in those striking 
passages inthe drama which developed the most 
intense feeling she had not been exceeded by any 
of the great impersonators of Hamlet in 
our own country, and recalled to his mind 
her war appeals, in which her impassioned 
eloquence was 580 universally conceded. 
The finest features in her rendition of 
Hamlet seemed to him the sharp rebuke of Hamlet 
to the courtiers, Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, sent 
by the King to sound him; his denunciation of the 
Queen mother, with the contrast between her two 
royal husbands, an! the objurgation of his former 
lady-love, Ophelia, **Get thee to a nunnery.” &c. 
He regretted her omission of Hamlet's advice to 
the players, so often quoted to this day by the elo- 
cutionists, and which was intended to make their 
playing before the King more effective in the 
revelation as to the murder and the mur- 
derer. Mr. Colfax said Miss Dickinson’s idea 
of Hamlet, inregard to whom the most eminent 
writers and actors still differ, and always will, is 
evidently that he was a Jaq in the earliest years ot 
his manhood, while Booth regards him of more 
matured judgment. But if there could be a com- 
petitive playing of Hamlet by Booth, Barrett, and 
Miss Dickinson on successive nights, in any city, he 
was sure that in an average American audience the 
latter would be commended for as many striking 
excellences in the impersonation of the Danish 
Prince as either of the others, even if in some other 
features Barrett or Booth might be regarded as su- 
perior. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 
‘osetia 

An extensive fire occurred at 
Penn., yesterday afternoon, 
threatened the whole town. The fire started at 
3:30 o'clock in the warehouse of the Co-op- 
erative Stove Foundry, near the depot, and, 
owing to a high wind, soon communicated to 
Denny Brothers’ carriage factory adjoining; thence 
to Walter’s wagon shop, Otto & Goehring’s black- 
smiths’ shops, the office and shed of the Pendleton 
Fire-brick Works, and six frame store-rooms, 
one of which was occupied as a billiard 
saloon, another as a drug store, and the remainder 
as tailors’ shops, All the buildings namec were 
destroyed. When the fire reached the St. James 
Hotel it was got under control, and the 
hotol escaped with only slight damage to one 
wing. The town has no fire apparatus, and it 
was necessary to telegraph to Beaver Falls for as- 
sistance, but before the engines arrived the citi- 
zens, who had turned out in force, had the fire 
within bounds. Although the flames extended 
over an area of an acre the loss will not exceed 
$25,000, as the buildings destroyed were mostly 
frame structures only two stories in height. The 
insurance is about $5,000. It is thought that the 
fire was caused by sparks from the foundry. 


Fire yesterday afternoon badly damaged 
the brewery of J. J. Dosch, in North Green-street, 
Lancaster, Penn. The flames communicated with 
the residence of Dr. J. A. E. Reed, which was par- 
tially destroyed. The total loss is about $7,000, 
partly covered by insurance.

“THE LAW OF STRIKES.” 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

With the opinions expressed in your article 
on this subject in to-day’s Times I, although a 
stanch unionist, have in the main little fault to 
find. Upon one important point, however, I be- 
lieve you are wrong, and lL ask your leave to state, 
as briefly as I can, the grounds of this belief: 

“It is established,’ you say, ‘‘that men may 
unite in deliberations upon the rate of wages to be 
demanded, in clubbing together for securing the 
satisfactory rate, and in rules forbidding members 
of such clubsto work atunder-pay. * * * Work- 
men must not strive to coerce each other. Those 
who wish to accept work at the prices offered have 
the sacred right todo so, and to come aud go un- 
molested by their dissatisfied brethren.’ The last 
sentence, of course, can only refer to non-members 
of these societies. And if it is meant that they are 
not to be violently disturbed or molested, I agree 
equally, of course; otherwise J do not. It isa 
legal presumption, is It not, that every grant carries 
with it whatever is essential toits use and enjoy- 
ment? Every chartered association has the right 
to make such rulesas are necessary, and notin 
themselves illegal, for its own preservation. It is 
the very essence of the right given to workmen to 
combine, that they should be allowed to extend 
their organization, to proselytize. A mere major- 
ity ina trade isnot of much account; they must 
aim at unanimity. And how is this unanimity to 
be brought about? By taking outsiders by the 
throat? Oh, no. It can generally be effected 
(when all other arguments have failed) simply by 
refusing to work with them. This is a means of 
influencing dissenters into conformity and bring- 
ing them to enterthe unions, which is perfectly 
legitimate and lawful. It is a right that belongs to 
the position, and the very existence of trades- 
unions depends upon its exercise. Doubtless all 
majorities are oppressive, but even majorities may 
not be denied the right of self-defense.

THE SENATE DEBATE ON THE 
ARMY BILL. 

THE AGE FOR THE RETIREMENT OF OFFI- 
CERS FIXED AT 64 YEARS—FINAL AC- 
TION ON THE BILL NOT REACHED— 
THE RIGHTS OF THE PRESIDENT PRO 
TEM. 


Wasnincton, June 5.—In the Senate to- 
day, the Committee on Rules was instructed to re- 
port on the question of the right of the President 
pro tem. to designate a Senator to fill the chair 
during his absence. The matter was brought up 
by President pro tem. Davis, who said that his ac- 
tion on Friday was in accordance with precedent. 

Mr. Beck offered a resolution, which was laid 
over, reciting that less than a month remains be- 
fore the beginning of the next fiscal year; that 
under the law, department advertisements must 
be made for a certain period prior to the making 
of contracts for clothing, supplies, &c., and in the 
case of the Navy at least four weeks before the 
contracts; that the Naval, Sundry Civil, and Le- 
gislative Appropriation bills have not yet reached 


the Senate, and instructing the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations to report, a% soon as possible, 
the séveral general appropriation bills necessary 
for the support of the Government for the next 
fiscal year. which have not been sent by the House 
to the Senate up to this time. 

_Soon after 2 o’clock the Senate resumed con- 
sideration of the Army Appropriation bill, the 
question being upon the amendment providing for 
the voluntary retirement ot Army officers after 40 
years’ service, and their compulsory retirement at 
62 years. Mr. Bayard asked that the two features 
be voted upon separately, and it was so ordered. 
The first branch of the amendment then prevailed 
without dissent. It is as follows: 

‘“*On and after the lst day of December, 1882, when 
an officer has served 40 years, either as an officer or 
soldier in the regular or volunteer service or both, he 
shall, ifhe make epplication therefor to the President, 
be retired from active service and placed on the re- 
tired list.” 

Mr. Bayard moved to amend the second branch 
of the question by providing for compulsory retire- 
ment at 65 instead of 62 years. Mr. Butler moved 
further to amend by exempting from this re- 
quirement Generais who have received the thanks 
of Congress. After considerable discussion Mr. 
Bayard modified his amendment so as to fix the age 
for compulsory retirement at 64 years. Adopted— 
yeas 28, nays 22. Mr. Butler then modified his 
proposition exempting officers who have received 
the thanks of Congress, so as to require that they 
shall not be retired until 70 years of age, thus con- 
forming to a reguiation in regard to Naval officers. 
Mr. Logan opposed the proposition, and it was re- 
jected—9 to 45. A motion by Mr.Maxey to strike 
out the entire retirement clause was voted down 
by 12 to 49. Without further action, the Senate, at 
5:25, adjourned.

THE COST OF NAVAL VESSELS. 
MR. HEWITT DISSATISFIED WITH THE RE- 

PLI£S OF THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Under the call of 
States to-day Mr. Hewitt, of New-York, offered the 
following preamble and resolutions, which were 
referred to the Committee on Naval Aftairs: 

Whereas, The resolution of the House passed Jan, 
17. 1882, requested the Secretary of the Navy to report 
the name of every steanier In the Navy and aiso the 
amount of money expended in each fiscal year, under 
euch bureau, since July 1, 1865, the aggregate cost to 
October, 1881, for construction and repairs, steam en- 
gineering. equipment, and recruiting since the vessel 
was built, and the numberof miles steamed by each 
vessel, as shown by logs, since the vessel was built, up 
to Oct. 1, 1881; an 

Whereas, In the several replies made by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, the amount of money so expended 
by each bureau is not given, but the expenditures 
made by the Bureau of Navigation, the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery, and the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing are 
altogether omitted: and 

Whereas, The aggregate cost to Oct. 1, 1881, for con- 
struction and repair, steam engineering, equipment, 
and recruiting since the vessel was built is nowhere 
furnished in the information transmitted; and 

Whereas, In numerous instances the fcoting of the 
several items of expenditure given does not corre- 
spond with the total cost as stated in the report, pro- 
ducing discrepancies which require explanation, as, 
for example, in the case of the steamer Pensacola, in 
which eo is an unexplained discrepancy of $564,- 
O07 25; anc 

Whereas, The Secretary has not furnished the infor- 
mation in regard to the number of miles steamed by 
each vessel *‘ because,’ as he says, “it would require 
the examination of all the log-books of all the steam- 
ers in the Navy since they were putin commission, in 
some cases for a period nearly of 40 years; and 

Whereas, As appears by the reply of the Secretary 
of the Navy, large sums of money have been expend- 
ed for repairs on vessels which have never been at sea 
and have never been in commission; therefore 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be re 
quested to supply theinformation lacking on the fol- 
lowing points: First, the aggregate expenditure on 
each steam vessel in the Navy, including original cost 
as first built and allexpenditures thereon since July 1, 
1865, under all bureaus, in separate columns, witha 
fair allowance for the value of all old and new ma- 
terial belonging to the Government used in repairs, 
specifying the amount so expended under each 
Presidential Administration since July 1, 1865. 
Second, a classified list of all the steamers in 
the Navy, specifying: (1) Those which have 
hever been at sea, or have only been towed when at 
sea, or have never been placed in commission; (2) 
those which have steamed less than 1,000 miles, and 
(3) those which have steamed more than 1,V00 and less 
than 5,000 miles; (4) those which have steamed more 
than 5,000 and less than 10,060 miles, and (5) those 
which have steamed 10,000 miles, as nearly as canbe 
ascertained, without materially delaying the repiy to 
this resolution. Third, atable giving the cost per ton 
of displacement of each steamer in the Navy, under 
the heads of ‘‘Original Cost’ and “Expenditures for 
Repairs,” and also the cost per estimated horse-power 
of the engines of each vessel under the same heads; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be re- 
quested to report whether any one of the navy-yards 
belonging to the United States is prepared to under- 
take the construction of the largest of the steam 
vessels described in the House resolution “for the 
reconstruction of the navy,” and just how much time 
would be required to get one yard ready for the work, 
and the probable cost of such preparation, including 
tools and other. necessary appliances, and also 
whether there is any dry dock belonging to the United 
States capable of receiving and docking such a vessel 
when built, and, if not, what would be the probabie 
time and money required for the building of a sult- 


able dry dock. 
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THE WHISKY RING FUNDS. 

PRESIDENT SHUFELDT STATES THEIR AMOUNT 
AND THE OBJECTS FOR WHICH THEY 
WERE RAISED. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Mr. Shufeldt, of 
Chicago, President of the National Distillers: and 
Liquor-dealers’ Association, was examined by the 
Windom committee this morning, and testified 
relative to the objects of the association, the 
money raised by them and the manner of its ex- 
penditure. Witness had raised $4,000 from the 
Kentucky distillers for the purpose of securing the 
passage of a bill to reduce thé tax to 50 cents per 
gallon. To accomplish this they intended to em- 
ploy counsel and send on a delegation to Washing- 
ton to present the matter to Congress. As, 
however, the Republican caucus haa de- 


cided there should be no reduction, 
this feature had been stricken from the 
original bill, which now ineludes only the exten- 
sion of the bonded period. This proposition does 
not so much Interest the North-western distillers 
as it does the Kentucky distillers, The latter de- 
sire more especially the extension of the bonded 
period, and it was with a view of securing their co- 
operation in obtaining, by a subsequent measure, 
the reduction of the tax that the National Asso- 
ciation called on them for this contribution of 
$4,000. The fund is stillintact, subject to the or- 
ders of Mr. Shufeidt, to be uséd for the purpose 
for which it was raised, In addition tothis amount, 
Mr. Shufeldt said he had raised $8,500 from outsideis 
—$1,500 in Cincinnati, $1,000 in Lexington, Ky., 
and $1,000 in Pennsvivania. Of this amount about 
$1,500 had been used in defending their customers 
from prohibition suits ii Kansas and Ohio, and 
perhaps $500 in defraying the personal expenses of 
himself (Mr. Shufeldt) and the members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee in Washington, leaving about 
$1,500 still on hand. Not one dollar had ever been 
expended by the association in Washington for 
any other purpose than to defray the legitimate 
personal expenses of the officers of the association. 
He (witness) had never been approached by any 
one with offers of assistance or applications for 
employment. The next meeting of the committee 
will be held Thursday morning.

THE CLAYTON-BULWER TREATY PRACTICAL« 
LY ABROGATED BY THE STATE DEPART- 
MENT. 

WASHINGTON, Juue 5,—The President to-day 
transmitted to the Senate a copy of a dispatch for 
warded by Secretary Frelinghuysen to Min 
ister Lowell on the 8th of May last, 
in compliance with a _ resolution of that 
body calling for copies of the instruc 
tions to our Minister in London in regard to 
the proposed modification of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty. The dispatch acknowledges 
the receipt, through Mr. Sackville-West, of 
two dispatches from Lord Granville in 
regard to the treaty and states that he has beep 
instructed by the President to transmit the opin:

ditional continental! policy of the United States iv 
connection with the treaty, which are that a canal 
across the Isthmus for vessels of all dimen- 
sions and every character would expose our 
Western coast to attack and destroy our isolation, 
thus obliging us to increase our defenses and pos- 
sibiy compel us, contrary to our traditions, to take 
an active interest in the affairs of European na- 
tions. Lord Granville, in his dispatch of Nov. 10 
1881, says that the position of Great Britain and 
the United States in reference to the canal is 
determined by the Clayton-Bulwer treaty of 
1850, “and that her Majesty’s Government 
rely with confidence upon the observance 
of all the engagements of that treaty.” 
An important object which the United States 
had in view in this treaty was to dispossess 
Great Britain of settlements in Central Amer 
ica, and the United States was tenacious 
that Great Britain should not extend further 
her occupation of threatening military or naval 
strategic points along their maritime frontier, 
To assure this the parties to the treaty jointly 
agreed not to exercise dominion over, or fortify, 
or colonize Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the Mos 
quito coast, or any part of Central 
America. Great Britain, however. exercises do- 
Minion over Belize, or British Honduras, and 
the impression prevaiis that since the conclusion 
of the treaty of 1850 the English inhabitants have 
spread into the territory of the neighboring re- 
pudlies and occupy land which belongs to one of 
the two republics, but over which the Govern- 
ment of her Majesty assumes to exercise con- 
trol. Such dominion seems to be inconsistent with 
that provision of the treaty which prohibits the 
exercise of dominion by Great Britain over any 
part of Central America. 

At the time of the conclusion of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty the English privileges in Belize were 
confined to a right to cut wood and establish saw 
mills, and were conferred by treaties in which 
Spanish sovereignty was recognized. Upon the 
conclusion of the treaty Sir Henry Bul- 
wer filed a declaration, under date of 
June 29, 1850, that the treaty was ratified 
with the understanding on the part of her Majes- 
ty’s Government that it did not apply to her Maijes. 
ty’s settlement at Honduras and its dependencies. 
Mr. Clayton answered, under date of July 4, 1850, 
that he so understood, but that he must not be un- 
derstood to either affirm or deny British title there- 
in. It is to be observed that each of these declara- 
tions was made after the conclusion of the 
treaty by the joint action of the President and the 
Senate, and that the declaration was not made to 
or accepted by them. The United States have 
never given their assent to this conversion of the 
British ‘‘settlement” in Central America under 
Spanish-American sovereignty into a British 
‘**possession” with British sovereignty. The 
parties to the Clayton-Bulwer treaty antici- 
pated that a canal by the Nicaragua route 
was to be at once begun, and it was under this 
anticipation that the United States consented 
to waive the exclusive and valuable rights 
which had been given to them; that they 
consented to agree with Great Britain 
that they would not occupy, fortify, colonize, 
or assume dominion over any part of Central 
America; and that they consented to admit her 
Majesty’s Government at some future day to 
share in the protection which they have exercise 
over the Isthmus of Panama. 

The Government and people of the Unitea States, 
though rich in land and industry, were poor in 
money and floating capital in 1850. The scheme 
for a canal, even without the complications of the 
Mosquito protectorate, was too vast for the means 
of the Americans of that day, who numbered 
then considerably less than one-half of their 
numbers to-day. They went to England, which 
had what they had not, surrendered their ex- 
clusive privileges, offered an equal share of all 
they had in those regions in order. as ex- 
pressed in the seventh article of the treaty, 
‘that no time should be unnecessarily lost in 
commencing and constructing the said canal.’’ 
Through no fault of theirs time was unnecessarily 
lost, the work was never begun, and the conces- 
sion failed. 

The President does not think that the United 
States are called upon by any egg of equity 
to revive those provisions of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty which were specially applicable to the con- 
c’ssion of August, 1849, and apply them to any 
other concession! which has been since, or may 
hereafter be, made. The conditions of 1882 are 
not those of 1852. The people of the United States 
have now abundance of surplus capital for such 
enterprises, and have no need to call upon foreign 


capitalists.

THE BAPTISTS. 

The Rev. E. L. Scofield read an essay at the 
Baptist Pastors’ Conference yesterday on ‘‘ The 
Work and Doctrine of the Church as Illustrating 
the Work and Teachings of Our Lord.” In the 
debate which followed allusions were made to the

This report he de- 
clared to be entirely false. James, he said, was 
baptized in the Baptist faith when a boy, but was 
excluded from fellowship in the Church the mo- 
mert he began his bandit career. The speaker had 
been sent for by the dead man’s mother after the 
tragedy, and called upon her. He found that she 
did not want religious consolation, and was very 
giad of it, for he did not want to have anything to 
do with James. The clergyman who conducted 
the funeral was the Rev. Mr. Martin, a young Bap- 
tist, but his sermon, from beginning to end. 
contained not a single reference to the dead 
man. It was a strong and earnest plea 
to the living to prepare for death, and 
that was all. The speaker declared in closing that 
the sentiment of Missouri was againstJames. The 
people reprobated his life, character, and deeds, 

nd rejoiced at his removal as a good riddance. 

he Rey. Dr. Stimpson, of Kansas, referred to the

EXAMINATION OF STUDENTS. 
CLOSING THE YEAR’S WORK AT THE CITY 


AND NORMAL COLLEGES. 

The examinations of candidates from the 
highest grades of the public grammar schools for 
admission to the College of the City of New-York 
and the Normal College, the two highest educa- 
tional institutions of the Municipal public school 
system, the former for boys and the latter for 
girls, were begun yesterday morning. The exam- 
ination papers used are the same in each institu- 
tion, and are designed to test the respective pro- 
ficiency of the sexes. There were 223 girls exam- 
ined at the Normal College. more than 100 more 
than at any previous examination. At the Col- 
lege of the City of New-York there were 800 boys 
from the public schools and 23 from private schools 
examined. The average age of the boys is 16 
years and of the girls 15 years. The examination 
of these candidates will be continued to-day and 
concluded to-morrow. The studies in which pupils 
were examined yesterday were spelling, history, 
and grammar. To-day they will be examined 
in arithmetic, algebra, and geography, and to-mor- 
row in drawing. At the Normal Coliege to-mor- 
row the examination of Seniors will be begun 
and continued through the week. The examina- 
tions will be: To-morrow, Latin, French, Ger- 
man, and physics; Thursday, intellectual philoso- 
phy, methods of teaching and natural science;

THE NEW INSURANCE LAW. 
PROVISIONS EXPLAINED BY SUPERIN- 
TENDENT FAIRMAN. 

In answer to numerous inquiries, Insurance 
Superintendent Fairman has {issued a printed cir- 
cular explaining the new law to prevent the pub- 
lication or rendering of statements of foreign fire 
insurance companies, other than statements of 
their assets and business done in the United States. 
There are three sections in the act, and the Super- 
intendent interprets each substantially as follows: 
First—The annual statements from home Offices, 
heretofore made by companies doing business in 
this State, will no longer be required. Second—No 
new advertisements, publications, or statements of 
any kind, referring in any way to assets not held 
in the United States for the protection of all 
policy-holders therein, or to special deposits 
in the other States, for the protection 
exclusively of policy-holders in such States, 
will be allowed. All such advertisements, pub- 
lications, or statements now in existence must be 
withdrawn in areasonable time. Upon this point 
the department will rule reasonably, and will ex- 
pect reasonable compliance. (The act having 
taken effect immediately, this liberty with the read- 
ing of the section became necessary.) As to ad- 
vertisements in newspapers having a special time 
to run, *‘ there need be no difficulty,’ says the Su- 
perintendent, ‘in changing the words and figures 
to meet the new situation. The contracts are asto 
space and time, and not as to language used.” 
Third—As to liabilities in States where special de- 
posits are thade, credit maybe taken in ascertaining 
the same for such deposits to the extent that they 
are a protection to such liabilities. To settle that 
question special supplemental reports will be re- 
quired as to each such special deposit and the lia- 
bilities appertaining thereto in each separate State. 

It is said that some five or six foreign companies 
will be compelled by the latter section to increase 
their deposits with the Insurance Department at 
Albany or withdraw from business in this State. 
Heretofore the deposits made by foreign compa- 
nies in Ohio, Oregon, Virginia, and North Carolina 
were regarded as available assets to meet liabili- 
ties in this State also. { law acom-

JUDGE COWING’S CHARGE. 
OPENING OF THE JUNE TERM OF THE COURT 
OF GENERAL SESSIONS. 

‘The June term of the Court of General 
sions was opened yesterday by City Judge Cowing. 
Mr. Charles Spear, a merchant, doing business at 
No. 93 West-street and residing at West 
Twenty-third-street, was appointed of 
the Grand Jury.

His Honor next drew the 
attention of the Grand Jury to an important mat- 
ter which had been brought to his notice. The air 
of this City, he said, was again tainted by vile 
odors wafted across the river from the Hunter's 
Point oil refineries and fertilizing factories. Ina 
City of the wealth, population, and importance of 
New-York, where property-owners were heavily 
taxed, the citizens were entitled at least to pure 
air; andif establishments such as he had referred 
to must exist, they should be removed to some 
more distant point. He called their attention to 
this fact so that they might ascertain whether 
such nuisances did exist in the neighboring county, 
in order that, if the situation of affairs was as had 
been represented, measures might be taken to sup- 
press them.

The attempt of a convicted counterfeiter 
to regain his liberty by: offering sevidence 
tending to show the purchase of as Govern- 
ment bond plate from Treasury employes 
has been made the basis of:some#startling 
imputations on the genuimeness*of large 
issues of United States notes and securi- 
ties. How little truth there is likely 
tc be in such rumors may*be inferred from 
a careful and comprehensive -statement of 
the case furnished in our Washington dis- 
patches. The alleged genuine-plate of the 
6 per cents of 1881 which, it isiclaimed, was 
purchased by counterfeiters’ for $33,000, 
is found to be one whose impression can 
at once be detected as fraudulent by 
a thoroughly capable expert, and the ab- 
surdity of assuming that it could be made 
the means of issuing bogus bonds to the 
amount of twenty-two millions is proved by 
the entire absence of counterfeits or dupli- 
cates made from a genuine plate in all 
the sixes of 1881 yet presented for 
redemption or conversion. As_ these 
include the bulk of the issue, such tamper- 
ing as there may have been with these bonds 
can have reached no such dimensions as re- 
ported. Whatever basis of truth there may 
be for this counterfeiter’s romance will un- 
doubtedly be discovered by the thorough 
investigation which is being prosecuted by 
Secretary FoicGrr. 


Mr. Hewitt is not satisfied with either 
the extent or the accuracy of the informa- 
tion transmitted by the Secretary of the 
Navy in reply to the House _ resolu- 
tion of inquiry. He finds, amoung 
other things, that the expenditures made 
by four bureaus have been altogether 
pmitted from the return, and that in nu- 
merous instances the footing of the several 
items of expenditure given does not 
correspond with the total cost as 
stated in the report, in one _ case 
showing an unexplained discrepancy 
of $564,007. He, therefore, returns to 
the charge with afresh batch of inquiries 
calculated to yield very instructive reading, 
but also calculated to drive the officials of 
the Navy Department to the verge of dis- 
traction. Not the least suggestive of Mr. 
Hewirr’s new queries are those framed 
with a view of finding out whether 
any one of the navy-yards is prepared to 
undertake the construction of the largest of 
the steam vessels proposed by the House 
resolution, and whether there is any 
dry-dock belonging to the United 
States capable of receiving and dock- 
ing such a vessel when built. As 
a guideto the cost which a policy of naval 
reconstruction would entail the answers to 
these questions would possess a national 
value, and it is to be hoped. they will not be 
suppressed by the committee to which they 
bave been referred. 


If the constitutional amendment providing 
for biennial sessions of the Legislature is 
ever to be submitted to the people, the ex- 
perience of last session ought to form a 
most powerful argument in favor of its 
adoption. It is just possible that the thought- 
ful New- Yorker, looking over the list of 
local bills which contains the net result 
of the session’s work in so _ far 
as it affects this City, may be 
tempted to wish that the Legislature did not 
meet at all. With the possible exception of 
the new Excise bill, there is no statute, 
actual or potential, included in the list 
which the City could not very easily have 
got along without, and there are two which, 
born in corruption at Albany, will, if 
signed by the Governor, result in direct 
robbery of New-York tax-payers. One 
is the infamous Tax Relief bill, lob- 
bied through both houses by means 
which alone are sufficient to stamp

the more skillfully veiled, but not less im- 
pudent, swindle by which a set of jobbers 
in the Board of Aldermen may give away for 
a grossly inadequate price street railroad 
franchises which, if granted at all, ought to 
form a source of permanentrevenue.

The refusal of the Liberal Ministry in 
the House of Commons to abate the severity 
or narrow the scope of the Repression bill 
and the obstinate and unintelligent op- 
position of the Tory Lords to the 
Arrears bill and the whole policy of 
conciliation ‘are equally void of reason 
and good sense. The Government is 
evidently determined to make the Repression 
bill a law as it now stands before proceeding 
further with the work of conciliation, 
though it ought to be evident that by a too 
rigid adherence to this course-it may de- 
stroy in advance the effectiveness of its future 
remedial measures. The declaration of the 
Home Secretary that the clauses relating to 
treasonable utterances will be applicable 
to words spoken by British subjects 
in this country was an altogether need- 
less indiscretion, since no good can 
come of the attempt to thus ex- 
tend the application of the act, and 
the Government’s insistance on the point 
serves only to make Irishmen here and in 
Ireland more intractable. This declaration 
should be put beside that of the Marquis of 
SaLispury, to the effect that the Govern- 
ment’s conciliatory measures appeared to 
have been extorted by crime, as a sample of 
English folly in Irish legislation. 





Mr. Wiuttam H. Ramscar, Superintend- 
ent of the Unsectarian Home for Old Gen- 
tlemen and Asylum and Sanitarium for Chil- 
dren, appears to be a legitimate successor of 
** Shepherd’’ CowLrey. Mr. Ramscar al- 
inclination, a desire, to 
be connected with charitable work,’’ and 
he seems to have indulged it to a con- 
siderable extent in this City. Abandoning, 
some ten or twelve years ago, the hardware 
business in Philadelphia, Mr. Ramscar be- 
came connected with various short-lived 
efforts to distribute food to the poor, to train 
young girls, to ‘‘take in’’ old women, and 
similar works of charity, finally settling 
down to the care of the ‘‘ Home” 
whose operations have just been 
brought to the notice of a Coro- 
ner’s jury. This institution is at pres- 
ent without a President or Board of Trus- 
tees, its list of subscribers has not been dis- 
closed, and its ‘‘patrons’’ of either sex, if 
any, do not court publicity. From 
source or other it seems, however, to have 
derived an income of some $4,000 a year, but 
as it utilized its old men by sending them out 
on begging excursions for meat and bread, 
its income may have been of a kind not 
strictly susceptible of valuation. The story 
told by some of the women employed by 
RamscarR of the disgusting uncleanliness 
of the methods of nursing the infants com- 
mitted to his charge, of the vile character 
of the food administered to 
of the cruel neglect of their sufferings, 
ought, if verified, to qualify somebody for 
the penitentiary. As Ramscar has been 
committed to the Tombs to await the action 
of the Grand Jury, the responsibility for this 
latest abuse of the methods of public charity 


will probably be brought home.

IS THE MANHATTAN FRAUD IM- 
PREGNABLE? 

The elevated railroad combination suc- 
ceeded in defeating the bill compelling a re- 
duction of fares to five cents for all hours of 
the day, and in securing the passage of that 
relieving the monopoly of more than half 
its rightful taxes, but the latter cannot be- 
come a law without the signature of the 
Governor. Will the same influences which 
were so potent with the Legislature prove 
equally powerful with the Executive? 
There is but one practical argument 
which can be urged in favor of the relief 
sought, and that is that the consolidated 
corporations cannot sustain the burden of 
full taxation and pay dividends on their va- 
riegated stock. Then the question arises 
whether the public is under any obligation 
to furnish the means for paying such divi- 
dends. The last arrangement made by the 
Presidents of the three companies, and rati- 
fied by the Directors without consulting the 
stockholders, practically merged the New- 
York and the Metropolitan Companies in 
the Manhattan. This was intended to give 
perpetuity to the fraudulent corporation by 
injecting into it the blood of the others, and 
to put the whole mass of stock in a 
position to earn dividends for those who had 
brought it under their joint control. The 
New-York stock was made convertible into 
a ‘‘ first preferred’? Manhattan, the Metro- 
politan was made convertible into a ‘‘ second 
preferred’ Manhattan, and the old Manhat- 
tan stock, equal in volume to both the oth- 
ers, was to remain as a ‘‘common”’ stock. 
How far the conversion has actually been 
made we have no means of knowing, but 
is it desirable that the Manhattan ‘ com- 
mon’’ stock, which represents nothing but 
fraud, shall earn any dividends whatever at 
the expense of the general tax-payers of the 
City? 

Another question suggests itself. Docs 
the fact that the Manhattan has swallowed, 
or is trying to swallow, the other companies 
give it a life and validity of which it cannot 
be deprived? Has the iniquity in which it 
was conceived and the fraud in which it was 
brought forth received such a sanction from 
corrupt judicial action that it is placed be- 
yond the reach of retribution? If the 
Manhattan corporation cannot be wiped 
out, as it ought to have been before 
judicial protection was thrown about it, 
cannot its fraudulent ‘“‘common”’ stock 
at least be made worthless and forced out of 
existence? ‘That the question takes this 
form is due to the failure of last year’s At- 
torney-General to do his duty, and before 
this disgraceful chapter of Manhattan is 
finally closed up and sealed for oblivion we 
desire to enter our protest against the con- 
clusion so easily and generally accepted that 
Mr, Warp was exonerated by the late fiasco 
called an investigation. He was out of 
office and beyond the reach of punishment 
or authoritative censure, and the commit- 
tee saw fit almost to ignore the charges 
made against him.

gering hold on political sympathies, while 
Judge WrsTBROOK was a Democrat, with 
political friends who wished to save him. 
It may be that the nominal exoneration of 
the one was made a consideration in the 
plan for letting the other off with a coat of 
whitewash. However that may be, no sin- 
gle allegation against the conduct of the ex- 
Attorney-General was refuted or explained 
away. The. pretense that he was cleared 
because his own deputy declared that the 
change of base which threw the people’s case 
into the hands of the conspirators was made 
on his (the deputy’s) advice is too flimsy to 
deserve anything butcontempt. Mr. Warp 
might as well plead the advice of himself as 
of his deputy. 

This advice, coming from one who had 
been the agent in more than one scandal of 
the Attorney-General’s office, does not ex- 
plain the extraordinary zeal with which Mr. 
Warp first set out to extinguish the Manhat- 
tan Company. It does not make the aban- 
donment of that purpose when Jay GouLp 
came into the elevated railroad arena and 
the adoption of a totally different tack 
one whit more creditable. It does not 
explain the acceptance of the monopoly 
Receivers without objection nor the employ- 
ment of a monopoly lawyer to conduct the 
case originally instituted in the name of the 
people, nor make any less disgraceful the 
subsequent abandonment of the people’s 
interests to the tender mercies of Judge 
WESTBROOK and tbe cormorants of the ele- 
vated railroad combination of lawyers and 
stock operators. If the Attorney-General 
had maintained his original ground and 
pursued the course which he promised and 
was in duty bound to pursue, the fraud- 
ulent corporation and _ its stock of 
water might have been wiped out before 
the agreements were made and the judicial 
decisions were obtained which it is claimed 
have given it a legal vitality that cannot be 
quenched. Whether any ground remains 
for proceeding to its destruction for the 
original sin that tainted its existence with 
illegality and fraud is a question for others 
to answer. Whether any new or other 
ground may exist for getting rid of it we are 
not sure, though such may appear here- 
after, but one thing is certain, the 
Governor cannot deem it his duty to 
help a concern to earn dividends on $26,- 
000,000 of stock when it has no honest title 
to more than half that amount, especially if it 
must be done by indirectly assessing an extra 
tax of $350,000 a year on the general mass 
of tax-payers in the City. The Marhattan 
‘*common ought to receive no divi- 
dends, and if it withers and perishes for 
lack of nourishment it will meet a just fate.

LORD GRANVILLE ANSWERED. 

Secretary FRELINGHUYSEN’s dispatch to 
Minister LoweLi makes an end of the 
Clayton-Bulwer far as it can 
hamper our action in respect to any canal 
which may be constructed across the Isthmus 
of Panama. Without in so many words de- 
claring the treaty abrogated, the Secretary of 
State asks our Minister at London to call 
the attention of Lord GRANVILLE to two 
points, either one of which serves to bar the 
claim made by her Majesty’s Government 
that the terms of the treaty of 1850 bind the 
United States to accept a proposition to share

its control and protectorate over the canal 
with Great Britain or any other European 
power. these: (1) That 
through the violation of the terms of the 
treaty by Great Britain, in gradually magni- 
fying what was at first a British ‘‘ settle- 
ment’’ in Honduras, under Spanish-Ameri- 
can sovereignty, into a British ‘‘ settlement 
and possession,’’ the treaty has become void- 
able and may at any time be made void by 
the United States; and (2) that the treaty, so 
far as its terms were specific, applied 
to a canal along the Nicaraguan route, 
and to that any agreement 
covering other canals or railways being ex- 
pressly relegated to future ‘treaty stipula- 


”

tions,’” which have not yet been agreed 
upon, and to whose forming and ratification 
Mr. FRELINGHUYSEN is able to present such 
objections as will, we presume, cause her 
Majesty’s Government to dismiss all hope 
of securing a share in the control by steps in 
that direction. Having made these points, and 
having also gone over some of the well- 
understood and reasonable grounds of op- 
position on the part of the United States to 
foreign intervention in the matter of the 
canal as being contrary to the Monroe doc- 
trine 4nd dangerous to the material inter- 
ests of this country, the Secretary of State 
rests his case with an expression of confi- 
dence that the differences between the two 
Governments will be satisfactorily adjusted 
before the canal will be built. 

The alleged violation of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty by Great Britain is, in itself, a 
small matter, though there are precedents 
enough to justify this Government in avail- 
ing itself of it to declare void a treaty 
whose provisions the other party is strain- 
ing to compel us to accept conditions of 
partnership in the control of the canal 
which are not in harmony either with our 
policy or our interests. Mr. FreLineuuy- 
SEN makes it very clear that our chief object 
in making the treaty of 1850 was to dispos- 
sess Great Britain of certain settlements in 
Central America. Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment understood this very well. The treaty 
bound both powers to abstain from settling, 
colonizing, or fortifying any part of 
Central America. But Great Britain 
exercised dominion over Belize, or British 
Honduras. The Secretary says that the im- 
pression prevails that since 1850 this British 
settlement has spread out so as to occupy a 
large area belonging to the neighboring re- 
publics. In a communication on the subject, 
subsequent to the ratification of the treaty, 
Sir Henry Burwer spoke of ‘‘her 
Majesty’s settlement’? in Honduras as being 
excluded from the provisions of the treaty. 
Mr. CLAYTON replied that he so understood, 
but would neither affirm nor deny the 
principle involved. But in 1859, in a treaty 
between Great Britain and Guatemala, ref- 
erence is made to ‘“‘her Majesty’s settle- 
ments and possessions’ in Honduras. From 
a ‘‘settlement,’’ under the sovereignty of 
the Spanish-American republics, it has 
grown to a “‘ possession,”’ and Great Britain 
now exercises sovereignty over it, in vio- 
lation of the stipulations of the treaty. 
The difference between a settlement and 
@ possession or colony is material, and 
as both parties must be held to the same 
rigid observance of the treaty, Mr. Fre- 


LINGHUXSEN declares that ‘‘if Great Britain 


has violated and continues to violate that 
provision, the treaty is, of course, voidable 
at the pleasure of the United States.”’ 


This is, no doubt, a sufficient answer to 
the demands recently made upon us by 
Great Britain. That power will hardly 
continue to seek to embarrass us with pre- 
tensions concerning a treaty which has been 
practically annulled by its own persistent 
disregard of its provisions. and which our 
Government plainly intimates that it will 
openly throw off if it shall suit its 
purpose to do so, But the second point 
made by Mr. Fre incuuysen is still more 
effective, and, from a diplomatic point of 
view, claims greater admiration, since this 
Government gains in it a complete triumph 
without being obliged to charge breach of 
contract upon the other party. The very 
treaty itself is made logically and legitimate- 
ly, but thoroughly, to answer and refute the 
claims so urgently pressed by those who 
trusted to it to place us at such a dis- 
advantage that we should be forced 
to concede all that was asked. The 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty contemplated two 
objects. One was such an agreement be- 
tween the contracting powers as would 
facilitate the construction of a canal by the 
way of the San Juan River and Lake Nica- 
rauga, for which we had secured conces- 
sions, but to which the British protectorate 
over the mouth of the San Juan River was 
an obstacle. The treaty contains no provi- 
sions which can be made to apply 
to a canal by any _ other route. 
The second object of the treaty was to es- 
tablish a general principle or understanding 
favorable to the construction of any means 
of interoceanic communication by rail or 
canal by any route that might be chosen. 
In Article VIII. of the treaty it is stated 
that the United States and Great Britain 
‘‘hereby agree to extend their protection by 
treaty stipulation to any other communi- 
cation, whether by canal or railway, 
crosses the isthmus connecting North and 
South America, and especially to the in- 
teroceanic communications, should the same 
prove practicable, either by canal or railway, 
which are now proposed to be constructed 
by way of Tehuantepec or Panama.”’ 


Upon those two words, “treaty stipula- 
tions,’’ this Government bases its refusal to 
listen to any proposition for a jointor any 
kind of an international protectorate. The 
treaty of 1850, beyond doubt, refers exclu- 
sively to the proposed Nicaraguan Canal. It 
hardly need be pointed out that no further 
‘‘treaty stipulations’’ covering a Pana- 
ma canal have been made between the 
two Governments. Moreover, we have 
for 30 years exercised a sole and exclusive 
protectorate over railway transit over the 
isthmus, under treaty with the local sover- 
eign power. It is, therefore, a little late 
for Great Britain to lay claim to a 
share in the control of any other 
means of communication. Our _protecto- 
rate is guaranteed by treaty with the 
United States of Colombia. Any modifica- 
tion of that treaty admitting Great Britain 
to a share in the protectorate must have the 
assent not only of the United States of 
Colombia, but cf the United States of 
America as wei and that cannot easily 
be procured. As stated in this dispatch, 
our position is impregnable. Mr. Freiine- 
HUYSEN has scored a master stroke in di- 
plomacy which will make Mr. Buarne green 
with envy. It shows the superiority of the 
keen rapier over the ponderous sledge-ham- 
mer in this business. Lord GrRANVILLE’S 
reply to this ultimatum will be awaited with 
interest. 

CONTESTED SEAIS 1N THE HOUSE. 

When the present Congress was organized, 
in December last, there were in the House 
twenty-two contested seats. These were 
mostly from the Southern States, and the 
contests were, for the most part, based on 
charges of open and notorious fraud. But 
the contests were by no means confined to 
the South. One of the most notable, and 
the first to be settled, was that of CAMPBELL 
against CaNNon, the Delegate from Utah. 
Besides those that have been settled, how- 
ever, there was one from Iowa, one from 
Oregon, one from Maine, one from Missouri, 
and one from Virginia, in which latter case 
a Readjuster claimed the seat occupied by a 
Democrat. Six months of the present ses- 
sion have elapsed, and five cases of con- 
tested elections have been reported by the 
committee and acted upon by the House. 
The first of these was CANNON against 
CAMPBELL, from the Territory of Utah. 
This was a case involving the right of 
an eligible candidate, who had received a 
minority of all the votes cast in an election, 
to take the place of a candidate alleged to 
be ineligible, who received a majority of the 
votes cast at the election for Territorial Del- 
egate. The House decided that neither of 
the claimants had been lawfully elected, and 
the seat was declared vacant. Although 
political questions were excluded from this 
contest, it was observed that the Democrats 
generally voted for the Mormon contestant. 


The next case taken up by the House was 
that of Lyncx against Cuatmers. In this 
case, the sitting member (CHALMERS) was a 
Democrat, and his opponent (LYNCH) was a 
Republican and a colored man. CHALMERS 
represented the ‘‘ Shoestring’ District, 
as the Sixth District of Mississippi 
is usually called, and his claim rest- 
ed on the assertion that a printer’s rule, 
or dash, on a ticket, was a ‘‘ distinguishing 
mark’’ within the meaning and intent of a 
Mississippi statute designed to prevent an 
easy identification of ballots as they were 
cast by voters. CHALMERS really received 
a minority of the votes cast, and the 
House, by a strict party vote, gave Lyncn 
the seat to which he was undoubtedly elect- 
ed. Then came the long and famous strug- 
gle over the case of Mackry against O'Con- 
nor, from the Second District of South 
Carolina. So lately have the details of this 
contest been spread before the country, that it 
is not necessary now to explain the questions 
involved in the dispute. It is sufficient to 
say that Mackey (Republican) proved on 
the part of the Democrats frauds of the 
most outrageous character, frauds of 
which the Democratic Managers must 
necessarily have been cognizant. The 
peculiarity of this contest was that 
Diese succeeded to O’Corxnor’s title, 
whatever might have been its value, and 
that the death of O’Connor, while resisting 
the claims of Mackgy, was held to have 
closed the contest, and to have barred. 
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Mackey as a contestant. On this case the 
Democrats joined issue with the Repub- 
licans, and it was not until the latter, by 
mustering all their forces, and by adopting 
the new rule cutting off dilatory motions, 
succeeded in giving Mackey the seat to 
which he had undeniably been elected. 


Only two other contests have been de- 
cided since the adoption of the new rule. 
These are the cases of BrspeE (Republican) 
against Fintey, (Democrat,) from the Sec- 
ond District of Florida, and Lower (Green- 
backer) against WnrrLer, (Democrat,) 
from the Eighth District of Alabama. 
In both cases the contestants have 
been awarded the seats unlawfully 
held by the contestees. Of the remain- 
ing contests it is not now necessary to 
speak in detail. Of these, however, we may 
say that reports have been made to the 
House in seven cases, and nine are yet to be 
reported to the House. Leaving out the 
Utah contest, we have four cases decided by 
vote of the House, in three of which Re- 
publicans were given seats, and in one a 
Greenbacker was given a seat, and all of 
the contestees were Democrats. It is certain 
that the remaining contests will result ina 
most impartial distribution of the honors of 
victory among the various contestants, so far 
as politics are concerned. Where reports in 
pending cases have been made to the House, 
the claims of the sitting members have in 
every case been decided valid,and of these 
contestees all but one are Democrats. This 
effectually disposes of the often-repeated 
slander that the decision in any contested 
election case invariably depends upon the 
political complexion of the House, a Demo- 
crat standing no chance whatever in a Re- 
publican House. 


The notable feature of these contested 
election cases is the tardiness with which 
they are adjusted. Thisis by no means a 
novel feature. It has sometimes happened 
that a contestant, whose claim has finally 
been declared without a flaw, has been 
awarded his seat within a few days of the 
expiration of the Congress to which he was 
lawfully elected. The sitting member, 
having what is called a prima facie case 
in the certificate of election granted by the 
Governor of his State, has sat in the seat 
to which he was not elected, has drawn 
the pay to which he was not entitled, and has 
voted upon measures, and has made speeches 
and motions, just as though he were really a 
member of the House, whereas he had no 
more right to exercise any of these func- 
tions than the voiceless pages who fetch 
and carry the messages and do the errands 
of the members. Such a usurper was CHAL- 
MERS, who complacently sat six months 
in a seat to which he had no better 
claim than he has to the Presidency of the 
Republic. Noris the injustice confined to 
tke individual. The constituents of the 
lawfully elected Representative are deprived 
of their rights while the defeated candidate 
of the minority occupies the seat to 
which he was not chosen. So long as a 
contestee holds a seat he draws the pay and 
secures the emoluments of a regularly 
elected Congressman. When the lawful 
occupant of the seat is awarded the seat 
from which he has been debarred, he is 
given a sum equal to the salary which he 
would have drawn from the beginning of 
the session if there had been no contest in 
his case. Whena contestant is unsuccess- 
ful the House usually good-naturedly gives 
him $1,200 or $1,500 to pay the expenses of 
the contest. Thus the Government pays 
two salaries in some instances and what 
may be called an honorarium in others. 
Failing any means by which election con- 
tests may be temporarily decided on their 
merits before the House is organized, the 
very first business after organization should 
be the adjustment of every contest for a seat. 


CARNIVORCUS PARROTS. 

The Australian farmers are suffering from 
a plague of parrots. Until recently the Aus- 
tralian parrot, like all other parrots, was strict- 
ly graminivorous. His diet was purely vege- 
table, and he was passionately fond of crack- 
ers. One day a hungry parrot tried the ex- 
periment of eating a little mutton, and was 
delighted with it. He mentioned the success 
of his experiment to other parrots, who 
straightway imitated his example and shared 
his delight. Theresult was that in the course 
of a year the Australian parrots wholly 
abandoned vegetable food and refused to eat 
anything but mutton of their own kill- 
ing. At present the flocks of Aus- 
tralian sheep are constantly attacked by 
swarms of parrots who tear them in pieces 
and devour them while yet alive. The de- 
struction thus caused is enormous. The 
woods that once echoed the familiar re- 
mark, ‘‘ Polly wants a cracker,’’ are now 
vocal from morning till night with the 
shrill exclamation, ‘‘ Polly wants some mut- 
ton,’’ and the Australian sheep farmers, sad- 
dened by their losses, and maddened by the 
shameless cries of thousands of parrots, are 
devising ways of exterminating their gaudy- 
feathered enemies. 

The persistence with which animals usu- 
ally cling to the habits of eating practiced 
by their immediate ancestors is very re- 
markable, but there is no reason to believe 
that because a particular animal has eaten a 
particular variety of food all its life its de- 
scendants must necessarily inherit the same 
tastes. In several instances animals have 
shown a great fondness for novel articles 
of food. For example, the cow in the 
earliest ages was accustomed to eat nothing 
but grass. She has since been taught to eat 
what is technicaily called ‘‘swill,’’ and grows 
fat uponit. The goat, when first domesti- 
cated, was also strictly graminivorous, and 
although goats were allowed to run free all 
over Egypt in the days of its splendor, nota 
pyramid was gnawed nor an obelisk eaten 
by the goats of the period. As every one 
knows, the modern goat eats nothing 
except underclothing and articles of 
tin or iron ware. There are _ scien- 
tific persons who maintain that the 
goat in ancient times was accustomed to eat 
underclothing, and in support of this view 
referred to the Tomb of Tra at Sakkara, 
where there is a picture representing a goat 
standing on his hind legs and pulling a pair 
of cardinal red stockings from a clothes-line 
filled with shirts, skirts, and other garments. 
However this may be—and the probabilities 
are that the Sakkara picture represents an 
exceptional and therefore famous goat— 
it is very certain that tomata-cans and hoop- 
skirts are of modern invention, and hence 


that goats could not have eaten them prior 
to the present century. 

We may boldly assume that while each 
species of animals ordinarily eats what its 
ancestors ate, there is no good reason why 
this habit should not be changed. It was 
probably a mere accident which led the 
original parrots to eat crackers instead of 
meat, thus establishing a custom which 
their descendants kave so long adhered to. 
The bill of the parrot is a formidable com- 
bination of a longshoreman’s hook and 
a pruning shears. Such a bill is mani- 
festly adapted for dissecting animals 
and exploring their interiors in search of 
livers and other desirable morsels. The 
Australian parrots now reveling in mutton 
are probably eating precisely the sort of 
food which nature designed them to eat 
when she gave them their bills. The mo- 
ment the idea of eating meat occurs to par- 
rots in other countries than Australia we 
may expect to see it enthusiastically adopted, 
and in the course of a few years the parrot 


will be universally recognized as a carnivor- 
ous bird. 


These facts suggest to the thoughtful 
mind the wisdom of so regulating the habits 
of our domestic animals that they will eat to 
our advantage. Why should we not teach 
dogs to eat grass, so that we could save the 
expense of supplying them with bones, and 
simply turn them out once a day to pasture 
in the Central Park? Why should rats and 
mice be permitted to go on, year after year, 
eating the wood-work of our houses, when 
there is plenty of old tomato-cans on whicb 
they could be taught to fatten as easily as if 
they were goats. And there are the flies, 
that now subsist on sugar and bald- 
headed men, when with a little patience 
we might induce them to live exclusively 
upon caterpillars and English sparrows. It 
is true that if novelties in diet become fash- 
ionable among animals, we may suffer as 
much as the Australian farmers have suf- 
fered, for if our cats were to contract a 
fondness for strawberries and our dogs were 
to eat lettuce, the raising of strawberries and 
lettuce would become nearly impracticable. 
However, these dangers are too slight to ex- 
cite much alarm, and in the long run much 
more good than harm would be done by 
teaching animals to change their habits of 
eating.

At the 
same moment the wind blew the house down upon 
them, and crushed them to the floor, the mother 
with the infant in her arms, the husband with his 
arm around his wife’s neck. The timbers locked 
the Doctor’s arm so closely about her neck that he 
could not remove it. He was conscious that he 
was choking her to death, but all his efforts to throw 
off the timbers were futile. When assistance came 
his wife was dead. The child also was dead. 


One of the Nevada fish stories is thus told by 
the Virginia Fnterprise; ** Among tbe most peculiar 
and least known fish of Nevada isthe couewee, 
found only in Pyramid and Winnemucca Lakes. 
One of the most striking peculiarities is a mane 
extending along the back from head to tail, which 
renders the creature so unsightly that it is always 
sheared by tne fishermen before being sent to mar- 
ket. They swim atthe surface of the water, and 
inthe early days ascended the river in immense 
schools that filled the river from bank to bank. 
They make agreat noise when thus going up the 
river, and can be heard ata considerable distance 
from the stream. In the Springof 1860,at the 
time of the Indian war, they stampeded the horses 
of acompany of soldiers camped on the bank of 
the stream and came near causing a panic, it being 
supposed that the Piutes were charging upon the 
camp.” 


STRAY FOREIGN NEWS ITEMS. 


Next year occurs the one hundredth anni- 
versary of the first Paris Salon, and it is intended 
that the event shall be duly celebrated. It has al- 
ready been agreed that there shall be openeda 
retrospective exhibition of the best works of the 
French painters and sculptors who have died dur- 
ing the 100 years. 


One of the items in the programme of a re- 
cent Court concert in London was Schubert’s 
‘*Stindchen,”’ sung by Mme. Nilsson, who had ob- 
tained from Queen Victoria & special permission to 
wear, instead of evening dress, deep mourning gar- 
ments, such as she has usually appeared in else- 
where since the death of her husband. 


It appears that Mr. George Barnett Smith, 
the author of certain recent biographies of Glad- 
stone and Bright, is somewhat of an artist. At 
least he has produced from alate photograph an 
etched portrait of Thomas Carlyle, which is said to 
be “ rather skillful.” It is enlarged from the pho- 
tograph, and the likeness is thought to be very 
good. 


Returns just published in London give for 
Great Britain and Ireland a total of only 3,134,721 
electors. Of these, 1,212,996 live in counties, 1,891,- 
719 in boroughs, and 30,086 are on the university 
lists. Birmingham is the largest constituency, hav- 
ing 64,051 electors; Liverpool is next, with 62,039, 
and Manchester next, with 53,042. Of the 3,134,721, 
there are 2,591;402 credited to England, 228,278 to 
Ireland, and 815,121 to Scotland. 


Signor Verdi has been in Paris, and the 
night before his departure he called at the Opera 
to say good-bye to M. Director Vaucorbeil. He 
wore, instead of an evening suit, a jacket, striped 
trousers, and a round hat. The doorkeeper re- 


fused to admit him because he had not on the pre 
scribed garments, and nothing would induce hia 
to give way. Finally, M. Vaucorbeil was appealed 
to, and a special indulgence was then granted te 
the maestro. 


Pope Leo has ordered that the secret ar 
chives of the Vatican be arranged in better order. 
Pontificate by Pontificate, and that a complete in¢ 
ventory of the whole be made. Among the paperr 
are said to have been found a large number of let- 
ters that passed between Pius IX. and the various 
sovereigns of Europe ;hetween the years 1846 and 
1865, some of which are of historleal importance. 
They turned up among some papers of a much 
earlier date, and are believed to have been put 
away after the death of Antonelli.

Theatre, last evening, and gave a large audience 
an opportunity to witness some of the supposed 
adventures of a New-England farmer in Gotham 
Mr. Davis refrains from revealing the name of the 


author of his play, but if it were known the writer 
would certainly be given the palm for the vast im<« 
probability of his story and the startling vigor of 
nis situations. New-York is a very remarkable 
sort of place as represented in this latest 
American play, but all this is lost sight 
of in the adventures of the hero, 
whose character is a palpable copy of the fam‘liaf 
and well-liked New-England farmer, whose ad- 
ventures in Boston and home life in New-England 
have been often seenin this City. Jn spite of alt 
absurdities and the wildest imprebabilities, how< 
ever, there is muchin Mr. Davis’s impersonation“ 
that is mirth-provoking, and last evening he wat 
greeted with roars of laughter and applause, 
especially as the impersonator of virtue triumph 
ant. His encounters with villians, indeed, and hig 
sweeping overthrow of their schemes and person¢ 
have perhaps never been equaled for muscular 
vigor and completeness of annihilation.

formance last night of Messrs. Gilbert and Sulli-. 


van’s ‘‘Patience” at the Bijou Opera-house. It 
may be said in brief that Miss Lillian Russell 
was very charming in the title réle, and 
that she sang sweetly and with feminine 
grace, her representation being, in fact, 
one of the best ever heard in this City. Miss Au- 
gusta Roche was an ideal Ladv Jane, and was sc 
a satisfactory that nothing but praise is to 

recorded. Mr. Temple, as Bunthorne, was ex: 
ceptionally amusing, and sang with distinct enun 
ciation, and Mr. St. Maur was a_ capital 
Grosvenor. The Duke of Mr. Pepper, the 
Colonel of Mr. Nash, and the Major of Mr. Gillow 
were alike excellent, and the details were faith- 
fully attended to. So good a performance of this 
bright operetta has never before been given in 
New-York. It will be repeated every night this 
week, and it is not too much to say that it is one 
of the most attractive representations of its kind 
that has been presented in this City. There was 
much bad work done last night by the orchestra, 
which was probably the resuit of imperfect prac- 
tice, but the general result justifies the expression 
of cordial approval. The opera is, in a word, very 
well presented. 


A “fairy extravaganza” entitled ‘“ Venus" 
was produced for the first time at Tony Pastor’s 
new Fourteenth-Street Theatre last evening. The 
production is a farcical one, studded with sucl 
gems of song as are usually heard in third-rate com 
cert halls. It purports to describe a visit made by 
three noted statesmen, whose names are thinly dis 
guised under the respective apvellations of Roscoé 


Conlin, James G. Braine, and General Malone, ta 
the planet of Venus, which, according to the 
playwright’s theory, contains a number oi 
damsels arrayed in the airy costumes which 
Lydia Thompson first made popular here. 
The statesmen give ‘essons n polities, 
indulge ina number of worn-out “ gags,”’ and make 
themselves generally ridiculous. In this latter par- 
ticular the performers last evening were fairlv suc- 
cessful. The jokes fired at the audience were of 
that ancient variety whieh would fall to pieces for 
very decrepitude were it not that they are so well 
preserved and are set out as gingerly as a piece of 
fine ol cloisonné or lacquered ware. If the piece 
had a little more pungency it might serve as a fit 
ting diversion for a Bowery beer garden. As it is, 
it does not give promise of success there or any: 
where else. The carelessness in the setting and 
acting last evening made the performance a little 
more dreary than it will probably be hereafter, but 
good aeting alone will not save it. The piece lacks 
wit, point, and purpose. 


Mr. Frank I. Frayne produced at Haverly’s 
Niblo’s Garden last evening what he callsa “ high: 
ly sensational and romantic drama,” entitled 
‘*Mardo; or, the Nihilists of St. Petersburg.”” The 
principal characters are assumed by a dog, Jack, 
a bear, Bruno, and four hyenas, who take the 
place of a lion with a black mane which 


is advertised in the bills, but did not av 
pear last evening. The performances of these 
wonderfulanimals were greeted with uproarious 
demonstrations of applause by an audience which 
crowded the house from orchestrato gallery. The 
dog Jack is a remarkably sensational artist, and 
was calied before the curtin atthe close of tha 
first and third acts, his master, Mr. Frayne, who as- 
sumes the subordinate character of Mardo, follow: 
ing humbly behind him onthe second occasion. 
Jack displays great force and power in hig 
grapple and struggle with the villain in the first 
act, and his heroic release of his master from the 
burning hut in Siberia brought down the house, 
Bruno was equally effective in his fight with Zamba 
Gardo, but his support was not good, and the au: 
dience laughed where they should have beer af: 
fected to tears. Of the balance of the cast of 
**Mardo” it is unnecessary to speak in detail. All 
the characters are subordinate to those so well 
assumed by dumb animals, and but little serious 
attention was bestowed upon any of them, except 
to applaud occasionally at the wrong time. 
‘* Mardo”’ is perhaps the worst dramatic effort which 
the Summer season has thus far produced. but 
who can tell what the morrow will bring forth?

Mr. John McCullough and Miss Mary Anderson will 
appear in “* Ingomar,” John T, Raymond and com- 
pany in “*Fresh,’’ Miss Jeffreys Lewis in recitations, 
and other artists will be seen in their best repre- 
sentations. It is not doubtful that this testimonial 
will be one of the most noticeable tnat has ever 
been given in New-York, and will reflect credit on 
the friends of George A Conly, whose presence ou 
the stage was always satisfactory. His position 
and musical character justify his frienés in giving 
a testimoniai concert of the best, and bis rank as 
an artist demands that his requiem should be im: 
pressive and fully worthy of a genial and ac 
complished singer. 


Two performers from the variety halls, Mr. 
P. F. Baker and Mr. T. J. Farron, have undertaken 
a task in emulation of that apostle of low Datch 
high art, Mr. Joseph Emmet. They have pro- 
duced a play called ‘‘ Max Miiller,” and they have 
thus relieved themselves of much superfluous am- 
bition and of long-repressed genius. Those stage 
persons who indulge in broken German and very 
broken vocalism are not satisfied to set forth theis 
gifts in a natural way before an audience of beer:

During that act—in fact during a 
scene of peculiar and oppressive melancholy—the 
versatile Baker and Farron began to amuse them- 
selves and the people by simging songs of 
a rather lively kind. When their facetious 
work was over, an extremely painful 
situation was disclosed. At least it wag 
the autaor’s purpose to make this situation pain- 
ful. One of the singers was shot while attempting 
to help his father to escape from a prison. On the 
whole, Mr. Baker deserved to be shot. It need 
only be added that the play is the result of a col- 
laboration between Mr. J. J. McCloskey and Mir.

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THE DEMANDS OF STRIKERS 


THE DIFFERENCES OF IRON MAK- 
ERS AND THEIR EMPLOYES. 
STARTING UP A PORTION OF THE CLEVELAND 

WORKS WITH NON-UNION MEN—STRIK- 
ERS DISCOURAGING NEW MEN—SHUTTING 
DOWN OINCINNATI MILLS—A BORDEN- 

TOWN MILL REOPENED. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 5,—A thousand men 
at 6 o’clock this morning went to work in the newly 
started Cleveland Rolling Mills. As they proceeded 
to the mills they were met by strikers who tried to 
persuade them not to go in. Many were induced 
to go back home, but enough were determined to 
work to enable them to start the mills. No vio- 
lence was offered, and aside from jeers amd yells 
no unusual act was permitted. It was impossible 
to ascertain the exact number of workmen 
siwho responded to the call for mill hands. 
The proprietors approximate it at 1,000, but the 
strikers laugh at this estimate, and many of the 
titizens of the ward state that only a few hundred 
men are at work. Doubtless several hundred were 
fleterred from being on hand by reason of the so- 
licitations of the strikers. Superintendent Chis- 
holm arrived at the scene of operations about 6 
o’clock, accompanied by several hundred Bohe- 
mians from the Fourteenth Ward. This produced 


a commotion among the union men and they im- 
mediately proceeded to “discourage” the men. 
They did not resort in any instance to per- 
sonal violence, but by means of earnest 
entreaties and representations succeeded in turn- 
ing back a great many. Dorbtless the impressive 
numerical strength of the @tmkers added to the ef- 
fect of their» work. All the talk about clubs and 
missiles being used is clear invention. The strikers 
were well supplied with stout-lcoking canes, but 
showed no disposition to make use of them. The 
extreme measures resorted to were threatening 
and deriding. During the forenoon Mr. Chisholm 
sent up to the Eighth Precinct hurriedly and asked 
for Police protection at the lower mills. Strikers 
skirting about the new stee! mills were yelling at 
the non-union men who were at work, deriding 
them and uttering threats. Two men were de- 
jailed at once to guard this place, but no further 
trouble was encountered. 

Thus far the strikers are entitled to the credit of 
having conducted the opposition in a lawful and 
prderly manner. They threw lines of men around 
the inclosure, but did not venture upon the prop- 
erty of the Cleveland Rolling Mill Company. Bb) 
guarding all approaches to the mill they sought to 
dissuade men by argument from going to work. 
At the same time that they patrolled the streets 
and various paths leading tothe mills, they care- 
fully avoided violating the sidewalk ordinance, the 
strikers being invariably instructed to keep off the 
sidewalk and not create any disturbance. They 
teemed to consider it their prerogative, however, 
io challenge every man who was returning and 
seek to deter him from so doing. With reference 
30 the prospects for the future, anything that may 
be said must, of course, be conditional. The 
officers of the company say that’ the 
mills which have started up are by far 
the most important. It was thought best, in try- 
ing the experiment of reopening, to test the proba- 
ble success of the attempt bv opening first the 
mills where there had been most union men, where 
the sentiment had been the bitterest, and where 
skilled labor was in the greatest demand. This 
has been accomplished. Mr. Walker. Assistant Su- 
perintendent ot the mills, thinks, in the firing up 
bspecially of the rail mill. “If these mills can be 
successfully run,” he said, “there need be no diffi- 
culty about the others. That these mills are running 
in good shape you oan see. In fact, we had a 
few more hands than we needed for our present 
purpose, and sent some away this morning. We 
feel no apprehension whatever. Rest assured, the 
bands will return fully as fast as we are ready to 
Increase ourrunning capacity. A good many will 
return to-morrow, and others will follow rapidly.”’ 
A large number of men were noticed being ushered 
(nto the hall of the Amalgamated Association in 
Broadway. Uponinquiry it was found that they 
were non-union men with whom advice and verbal 
intimidation had alike been powerless, but who 
nad been converted to the union stand-point br 
meansofcash. “They are being paid day wages 
by the associution,’’ saida bystander. A special 
detail of Police is stationed at various points. The 
mills which have started up are the wire mill, the 
rail mili, the new melting furnace, and the new 
blooming miil. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 5.—The iron situa- 
tion continues without material change. The latest 
Incidents are regarded by the workmen as indica- 
tive of their final success. A few days before the 
strike commenced Oliver Brothers & Phillips, who 
employ 3,800 men and are the largest manufac- 
turers of specialties in the country, ordered repairs 
for their works which would require three months 
to complete. It is now stated that they will be 
ready to run within a month. Other manufac- 
turers have also countermanded orders for exten- 
sive repairs. The workmen are of the opinion 
that, while the manufacturers of this district want 
to resist their demands as long as possible, they 
have determined not to allow those of the 
other districts to get the better of them, 
and on the indication or a general 
break they will quickly follow suit 
in order to hold their trade. Several firms have al- 
ready been compelled to buy Eastern iron to fill 
their contracts. The demand for iron has im- 
proved since the strike, but the manufacturers say 
that this is the result of a panic among the dealers, 
who are afraid that the strike will be of long 
duration. It has been reported from a trustworthy 
source that the Elbalron and Bolt Company and 
Zeng & Co., of this city, will sign the scale and re- 
sume in a few days, but owing to the latenessof 
the hour this report could not be verified, as no 
member of either firm could be found. 


CINCINNATI, June 5.—The expectation that 
the meeting of the strikers at Covington this after- 
noon would end the iron-workers’ strike here has 
not been realized. The meeting was attended by 
250 of the discontented workmen, and continued in 
session nearly four hours. Jt was far from har- 
monious, though good order prevailed. Much dif- 
ference of opinion existed, and. while the op- 
ponents of the present strike were not 
able to carry their point, they succeeded in 
having a committee appointed to communicate 
with President Jarrett, and, if possible, have him 
present at another meeting, to be held to-morrow. 
feanwhile the strike continues. 


BorpEnTOWN, N. J., June 5.—MacPherson, 
Williard & Co.’s Union Steam Forge, in this city, 
which employs about 160 hands, and which closed 
on May 28 on account of the slackness of trade, 
ppened again to-day, with a slight reduction in the 
night force. 


CINCINNATI, June 5.—The action of the iron- 
workers atthe meeting on Saturday night having 
amounted to a virtual declaration for a general 
strike on the ground that the committee which 
made the agreement last Fall with the mill-owners 
had exceeded its constitutional power, there is a 
shutting down to-day of ail the mills. President 
Jarrett has been sent for, and either his presence 
pr a message from him is expected ata meeting to 
be held this afternoon. 


WAREHAM, Mass., June 5.—The nailers em- 
ployed by the South Wareham Nail Company 
stopped work to-day. They demand higher wages. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., June 5.—The strikers 
have been very guiet to-day, and nothing new ap- 
parently has developed. Itis stated on good au- 
thority that the prospect of an early adjustment is 
encouraging.

TROUBLE IN OTHER BRANCHES. 

Troy, N. Y., June 5.—The doors of the 
Harmony miils, in Cohoes, were opened this morn- 
ing, but none of the operatives went to work. The 
strikers held a meeting and resolved to continue in 


their present attitude. They continue to receive 
help fiom labor organizations in different parts of 
the country. 


CINCINNAT!, June 3.—The plasterers’ strike 

has been successful in obtaining the wages asked, 
3 50 per day. ‘ 

CxHicaGo, June 5.—The journeymen horse- 
shoers, to the number of 350, have gone on a peace- 
able strike, the bosses having refused to abandon 
the use of machine-made horseshoes. Incident- 
ally the union demands an _ increase of 25 cents per 
fay in wages, which would be acceded to if not 
roupled with the other demand. The strikers say 
they are certain to win and will go to workina 
few days. 


CUMBERLAND, Md.,June5.—Abouta hundred 
and sixty tons of coal were mined to-day by the 
Consolidation Companies’ imported miners, 
and regular canal shipments from this 
tity were resumed to-day. Four of the 
new miners deserted the companies’ Eck- 
hart camp to-day, expressing themselves 
lissatisfied. It is rumored here that the Knights 
of Labor have influenced them in some mysterious 
manner,‘and that more are expected to leave soon. 
It is said the situation at Eckhart is growing very 
complicated on account of the new men being re- 
fused leave to attend religious services, &o.

Mr. Keene has just com- 
pleted his forty-first year, but hard work and the 
excitement of speculation make him look some- 
what older. Of lithe and agile figure, some 5 
feet 10 in height and 11 stone in weight, 
with his dark features of Gothic mold, 
well-trimmed beard, and particularly well- 
twisted mustache, he looks to the life the 
Spanish cavalier, and might have leaped from the 
canvas ot Velasquez. He possesses largely, too, 
the same mental characteristics. This may be per- 
haps accounted for_by race; for although Mr. 
Keene was bornin London, his family belong to 
the west of Ireland, which for two or three cen- 
turies carried on an extensive trade and had close re- 
lations with Spain, and among whose _ people this 
Spanish type in its highest form is still sometimes 
found. The father of Mr. Keene, who is still ina 
fresh and serene age, enjoying at Pau_the even- 
ng of an honorable life. was a strict educational 
fisciplinarian, and to the advantages he derived 
from a strong elementary education, obtained 
ander his eye and anxious direction, his son at- 
tributes his power in after life to turn to good ac- 
count the opportunities given him by fortune. He 
was 13 when his father took him to California, 
where his address and education enabled him, 
aven as a boy, to procure a Government situation 


in the Quartermaster’s Department. But the dull 
routine of official life was not his destiny. He 
caught the spirit in the air around him, and 
launched among the mines. There to the age of 
18 he toiled at the rude work of that region, until 
he had by the force of bis own strong hand and 
stout heart earned sufficient to repair the ruin 
which reverses had brought to his father’s once 
prosperous business.

OBITUARY. 


JOHN A. MONSELL. 

John A. Monsell, who was for a number of 
years a real estate broker at No.9 Pine-street, in 
this City, died at bis residence, No. 582 Franklin- 
avenue, Brooklyn, on Sunday, after an illness of 
two weeks, a combination of diabetes and heart 
disease being the cause of his death. He leaves a 


widow and two daughters. Mr. Monsell was a na- 
tive of Upper Aquebogue, Long Island,,where he 
was born Nov. 30, 1827. In_ 1849, when the Califor- 
nia fever broke out in the Eastern States, Mr. Mon- 
sell was one of a party of ploasers who went 
West. He established himself in business in 
Marysville, and remained in that place for 
about nine years, making a visit of about a 
ear’s duration to China at that time. In 1856 
1¢@ married, and in 1858 returned East, estab- 
lishisg himself in the hardware business first 
at No. 48 and subsequently at No. 53, Fulton-street. 
Later he removed to Barclay-street and his store 
was destroyed by fire at the time Bangs’s res- 
taurant was burned. After being in Warren- 
street for several years he retired from business. 
A few years ago he went into real estate busi- 
ness. in which he was engaged at the time of his 
death. It was just 24 years yesterday since Mr. 
Monsell left San Francisco for the East. Mr. Mon- 
sellwas a member of the New-York Yacht Club, 
and owner of the schooner yacht Southern Cross. 
He at one time held the offices of Rear-Commodore 
and Vice-Commodore of the Atiantic Yacht Club, 
being then the owner of the Lois, now the Sea- 
Witch. Funeral services will be held from the late 
residence of the deceased at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon, and his remains will be interred at Greeu- 
port, Long Island, in which place Mr. Monsell 
lived at one time and where he owned a Summer 
residence.

States Army, died on Saturday in San Antonio, 
Texas, under peculiarly sad circumstances. The 
deceased was a Lieutenant of the Twenty-second 
Infantry, stationed at San Antonio, and was 25 
years of age. He was born in Connecticut, and 
was appointed a Cadet in the West Point Acad- 
emy by Gen. Grant, his father, Dr. Henry 8S. 
Hewit, being at the time a surgeon on Gen. Grant’s 
staff. After graduation he was sent out with 
the Twenty-second Infantry to t:ke part in the 
campaign against the Modoc Indians. Subsequent- 
ly removing with his regiment to Texas, ne became 
acquainted with Col. Branten Duncan, an ex-Con- 
federate Army officer, and formed a warm attach- 
ment for the latter’s daughter Katherine, who re- 
ciprocated this affection. It was arranged some 
months ago that their marriage should take place 
on June 5, but the young soldier was taken jll 
with remittent fever, and grew rapidly worse. 
He was taken to Col. Duncan's house, and 
there was tenderly nursed by his affianced. 
On Saturday, he having failed rapidly, in deference 
to the wishes of both himself and Miss Duncan, a 
marriage was performed by the Rev. Father John- 
son. Mr. Hewit lived but a few hours thereafter, 
and died with his wife and father-in-law at his bed- 
side, each holding one of his hands. The news of 
his death was telegraphed to his mother in Bridge- 
port, Conn., and to other relatives at the North. 
Lieut, Hewit’s funeral will take place on Tuesday, 
in San Antonio. Lieut. Hewit’s uncle is one of the 
Paulist Fathers, his father is a physician, and his 
grandfather was a Presbrterian clergyman.

The anti-Herrick party of the Produce Exchange 
renewed their monopoly war-cry, and the record of 
Mr. Herrick was Qug up on every question 
of: Exchange politics touching which there 
have been differences of opinion and upon 
which his taking of a positive position 
made him enemies. Many old sores were 
opened, and, though Mr. Herrick’s friends fought 
for him with enthusiasm, it was evident long be- 
fore the ballot-box was closed that he had 
been defeated. No less than seven tickets 
were in the tield differing from one another in that 
each had attached a set of candidates for the 
Board of Managers distinct from both those 
of the regular and the bolters’ ticket No.1. Mr. 
Jacob H. Herrick and Lyman F. Holman, how- 
ever, were the sole candidates named for the 
Presidency, theugh efforts which were early 
nipped in the bud looked to a _ ticket 
wit A. E. Orr’s name at its head, while 
another ticket which failed to see the light 
bore the name of the present President, 
Forrest H. Parker. To Mr. Edmund S. Whit- 
man, for Vice-President, there was no 
opposition, and against Mr. Samuel Jacoby 
for Treasurer the only candidate was Mr. Horatio 
N. Ege. Upon the regular ticket the nomi- 
nees for the Board of Managers’ were 
Robert Stobo, Thomas A. McIntyre. Benjamin 
Logan, John A. Tobey, James R. Boyd, Daniel 
A. Lindley, Charles D. Sabin, John Gledhill, Alfred 
Romer, W. H. McIlhanney, Rufus T. Bush, and 
Charles F. Ackerman. The bolters’ ticket No. 1 
for Managers differed from this in that the 
names of Joshua Lathrop, J. A. Amelung, and 
Charles C. Burke were substituted for those 
of Messrs. Sabin, Bush, and Mcllhanney. The 
sundry other tickets springing up all over the 
Exchange bore in the list of nominees for 
fanagers the names of John F. Cook, Edward 
C. Rice, Consider Parish, Gustav Schwab, R. H. 
Laimbeer, Asa Stevens, Alexander Munn, James 
McGee, 8. A. Sawyer, R. H. Holt, J. D. Wynkoop, 
John 8. Ward, John Anderson, and J. H. Locke. 
The polls closed at 3 o’clock, and the Inspectors 
of Election—Richard C. Veit, Willis H. Brum- 
ley, Richard Gurney, James B. Mount, 
Stephen B. Joseph, and Charles H. John- 
son—began work at once. The excitement 
heightened rather than lessened, and cheers for 
various candidates were given continuously 
from all quarters of the Exchange until 5 
o’clock, when President Parker was abie to 
announce to the’ excited throng that 
the ballots for President and Viee-President had 
been counted. Mr. Whitman, of course, had

OF THE BILLS WHICH AF. 
FECT THIS CITY. 

THE MEASURES WHICH THE GOVERNOR IS 
CALLED UPON TO CRITICISE—ONE BAD 
BILL NOW BEFORE HIM~—THE ACTS 
WHICH HAVE BECOME LAWS — THE 
BROOKLYN BILLS. 


ALBANY, June 5.—The representatives of 
New-York in the late Legislature introduced up- 
ward of 200 bills. The Assemblymen alone are 
credited with 150. A great many of them never 
reappeared after being sent to the committees. 
Others appeared, were printed, and now lumber 
the files, which will be sold for waste paper. Others 
agaip were so fortunate as to to reach the Governor, 
and are now being subjected to criticism and care- 
ful analysis. Some of these can never become 
laws. Others never ought to. One of this class is 
a bill introduced by a member of the Tammany 
contingent—Assemblyman E. C. Sheehy. It slipped 
through the Assembly during the riotous proceed- 
ings of the closing day of the session, doubtless 
having been kept back until confusion reigned su- 
preme for the very purpose of securing its passage 
without comment from those New-York members 
who were looking for all jobs that ought to be 
stamped upon. The bill is entitled an act con- 
cerning and in relation to the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Jurorsin the City and County of New- 
York, It treats the Commissioner of Jurors with 
unbounded liberality. Inthe opinion of tax-pay- 


ers that officer is very well provided for and his 
fees are ample. lt iseven declared that fees not 
recognized by law are collected by somebody in 
the office; that good citizens who are bored by 
jury duty are released upon the payment of a 
reasonable sam—$50 having been mentioned as the 
price paid by some citizens for their freedom. 
This may be, and possibly is, a campaign story, 
although itis not of recent origin. Mr. Sheehy’s 
act reads as follows: 


SeEcTION 1, The Commissioner, of Jurors in the City 
of New-York shall be paid tn full satisfaction tor his 
services a yearly salary of $6,000, and shall be al- 
lowed for contingent expenses of his ofiice, including 
the salaries and compensation of his clerks and mes- 
sengers and all incidental expenses, asum not to ex- 
ceed $15,000 per annum, which shall be audited and 
paid as the expenses of other officers of said City and 
County ®re audited and paid. 

Sec. 2. The Commissioner of Jurors shall from time 
to time, as he may determine, fix the salaries to be 
paid to his assistants,. clerks, and messengers, and 
such salaries shall be paid monthly by the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and commonalty of the City of New-York. 

Sec. 3, The fees known as jurors’ fees or fines shall 
be paid Into the City Treasury for the benefit of the 
sinking fund for the reduction of the City debt. 

Sec, 4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

sec, 5, This act shall take effect immediately. 


In section 2, as will be observed, is contained the 
African which renders this bill obnoxious and will 
probably result in its failing to become a law.

Senator Treanor’s bill authorizing a change of exist- 
ing grades of streets and avenues between the north- 
erly side of Kighty-fourth-street, the southerly side of 
Ninety-sixth-street, the Boulevard, and the Riverside 
Drive. 

Senator Koch's bill exempting from taxation, save 
for State purposes, the ree\ estate of District No. 1 of 
the Independent Order of 1) at B’rith, 

Sepator Gradv’s bill provwding for the payment of 
the cost of the proceedings to detefmine the term of 
oftice of the Surrogate of New-York. 

Senator Lbrowning’s bill incorporating the New-York 
Fruit and Spice Exchange. 

Mr. Murphy’s bill, authorizing the appointment by 

District Justices of a janitor at $200 a year, said 
janitor to hold office at the pleasure of the appointing 
power. 
’ Mr. Sprague’s Excise bill, abolishing the three-bed 
clause and so-called arbitrary arrest clause of the 
existing law. Thisis the bill which was taken up and 
passed after it became patent to everybody that the 
abominable creation of the New-York and Brooklyn 
members could never become a law. 

Senator Kiernan’'s bill changing the name of the 
the United States Loan and Security Company to the 
American Loan and Trust Company. 

Senator Treanor’s bill, authorizing the raising of $50- 
000 in payment of improvements of the Harlem River 
and Spuyten Duyvil Creek. 

Mr. Keyes’s Railroad bill, excluding steam rallroads 
from certain streets in Brooklyn and the following 
streets in New-York: Broadway and Fifth-avenue be- 
low Fifty-ninth-street, Second-avenue below Twenty- 
third-street, Nassau, broad, and Wall streets, Printing- 
house-square south of Frankfort-street, Park-row, St. 
Nicholas-avenue, and those streets or avenues com- 
monly known as boulevards. 


The list of bills relating to New-York which have 
been passed this year and have become laws, 
either by the signature of the Governor or by the 
operation of the constitutional provision, which 
adds to the statute book any bill that the Governor 
receives while the Legislature is in session and 
takes no action upon, is as follows: 


By Senator Treanor, extending to Nov. 1, 1882, the

When any slip, 
basin, orshoalin that port is dredged or excavated, 
the material taken therefrom shall be removed by the 
owner or lessee of the slip, basin, or shoal, and de- 
posited in some place above a water mark or be- 
hind a bulkhead for filling in the City of New-York, 
or towed to sea not less than one mile beyond the 
water bar of Sandy Hook.

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COLUMBIA STUDENTS REVENGING THEM- 
SELVES IN THEIR USUAL MANNER, 
According to time-honored custom and under 
the auspices of the Class of ’84 that terrible brain- 
tangler, Legendre, was with solemn ceremo- 
nies immolated last night by the Columbia 
collegians. Attired in the classic night-gown, the 
ligions gathered at the base of the Worth monu- 
ment, and at 10 P. M. were marshaled for the 
march by the Imperator, Ambrose D. Henry, 
upon whose august brow the sacred plug 
hat sat like the halo of Jove  him- 
self. Honoring the van was the musical 
tribe of Eben.

Torches having been issued and set blazing, Mr.

NOT SO BAD AS REPRESENTED. 

The hall of the Central Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association at Third-avenue and Eighty- 
sixth-street was packed last night. The Rev. 
S. L. Baldwin, of Newark, N. J., a re 
turned missionary, spoke upon the _ Chi- 
nese question, making a forcible defense of 
the emigrants from China, who, he asserted, are 
much more to be desired than the people of many 


lands who come by hundreds of thousands every 
month. Thecry of Chinese cheap labor he ehar- 
acterized as the most arrant humbug of the 
day. Chinese boys, 12 years old, received from $2 
to $3 a week in San Francisco, while Jads of from 
16 to 20 are paid from $5 to $8, and it is not unusual 
to find the men holding positions at from $20 to 
$30 a week and over. Wages in California, 
said the speaker, are really abnormally high. The 
attack on tne Chinese comes from a class of men 
who are not American citizens to any alarming sx- 
tent, but to whom both political parties on 
the Pacific slope pander for votes. The 
Hon. George P. Seward, ex-Minister to China, 
commended what had been said by Mr. Baldwin. 
Many Chinese residents of the City were present. 
They listened intently to the address, frequently 
applauded the utterances. and at the close of the 
meeting rushed forward in a hody and heartily

CADETS CLOSING STUDIES

THE ANNUAL EXAMINATIONS AT 
WEST POINT. 


THE FIRST CLASS PREPARING FOR GRADUA- 
TION—A SKIRMISH DRILL BEFORE THE 
BOARD OF VISITORS—QUESTIONS FOR 
THE INVESTIGATORS TO SOLVE. 

West Pornt, June 5.--Thirty-six young 
men stood before blackboards in the examination- 
roomsof the United States Military Academy to- 
day and chalked and talked as they were bidden 
by the censors of their proficiency in the arts of 
war. The graduating class numbers 37, but one of 


its members, Cadet Charles P. Elliott, of South 
Carolina, is confined in the hospital and cannot ap- 
pear in the regular examinations, He was thrown 
from his horse Decoration Day and received 
severe injuries about the head. He is ex- 
amined in the hospital and will be judged 
with his class the same as though nothing hada 
happened to him. The young men, while being 
questioned, stand before the blackbeards like stat- 
ues, with a piece of chalk in one white-gloved hand 
and a Jong wooden pointer in the other to illustrate 
their remarks. They wear white linen trousers, 
with expanding bottoms, and gray coats, the tails 


of which are cut something after the fashion ofa 
garden spade. They do not speak except when 
spoken to, and go through the forms with the sys- 
tematic stiffness of automatons. The class is 
the smallest of any they has been graduated since 
1864. The one in that year numbered 27. The 
largest class, numberin.\76, was graduated in 1877. 
The present class, of which every member will be 
graduated, is eomposed as follows.

Engineering and the English 
studies, which should have been concluded earlier, 
were not finished until this noon. Chemistry, 
mineraloyy and geology, and French were taken 
up this afternoon.

The examinations began June 1, 
and this will be the last week. Monday next the 
exercises of the graduating class will take place, 
and the life of the members at West Point will end.

At the same time, it is not deemed advisable to pro- 
long the course from four to five years. An in- 
structor remarked to-day that the Cadets did not 
have enough out-door exercise, and that they 
were not nearly as well develoned as the boys at 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis. He pointed to 
a weary-looking boy with a colorless face before 
the blackboard in proof. The boy locked as if he 
was overworked and was confused by the ques- 
tions, but he managed to get through.

There is not 
at present a colored Cadet in the Academy, and 
the Cadets are greatly excited lest there should be 
one among the candidates. The teeling among the 
Cadets appears to be so deep on this point that the 
lot of anegro in the Academy would be made an 
unhappy one. In conversation this afternoon, the 
question was discussed by several officers of the 
institution. Major-Gen. Howard, who is in com- 
mand, said that the Cadets would be treated alike, 
without respect to race or color.

The Cadets do not attain fluency 
in either language. Not a few regret that it is 
necessary to teach what may almost be termed 
the rudiments of the English tongue, but it was 
said to-day that a majority of the Cadets eame to 
the Academy very imperfect in this branch. 

Gen. Sherman telegraphs that he will be here 
Sunday night. President Arthur, Secretary ‘in- 
coln, and Gen. Drum are expected the latter part 
of the week. Yardley Warner, a Quaker promi- 
nent for his efforts in educating the freedmen, and 
the President of the Warner Institute, a normal 
school at Jonesboroyrh, Tenn., came to-day.

AN INSTITUTION UNWORTHY OF 
PUBLIC CONFIDENCE. 

{NQUEST IN THE CASE OF BESSIE SLOCUMB 
—THE JURY CONDEMN THE MANAGE- 
MENT OF THE HOME—MR. RAMSCAR 
LODGED IN THE TOMBS. 


Coroner Brady resumed yesterday the in- 
quest in the case of little Bessie Slocumb, who 
died in the Unsectarian Home for Old Gentlemen 
and Asylum and Sanitarium for Children, at Mott- 
avenue and One Bundred and Sixty-fifth-street. 
William H. Ramsear, the Secretary and Superin- 
tendent of the Home, was the first witness called. 
The running expenses of the institution, he 
testified, were from $3800 to $3850 per 
month, the average receipts being about 
the same. The rent of the Home was 
$866.a year. The home had received numerous 
donations. Since Jan. 1 it had been given 2,500 
pounds of meat and 800 pounds of fresh fish. Mrs. 
Emma McGee followed Superintendent Ramscar 
on the witness stand, and said that she was em- 
ployed in the Home for one weck, during whieh 
two children died. She complained that the place 
was not kept clean, and Mr. Ramscar told her he 
could not keep her any longer because she was 
making a disturbance. There were a good many 
children in the house, and witness was sure the 
babies were fed from very dirty nursing-bot- 
while their diapers were not kept 
clean. Parts of the body of one of the 
children who died while witness was 
jn the Home were so raw from the effects of the 
dirty diapers that witness refused to wash the 
body after its death. There was only one nurse in 
the institution, and the children often cried in the 
night because they were neglected. The nursing- 


bottle of one child who died was so choked with 
dirt that the child could not draw the milk through 
jt. and when the cook tried to do so she also failed. 
The milk was curdled in the bottle. he child did 
not receive proper attention, but was simply left 
lying in bed. Witness complained of the dirty 
nursing-bottle, and was taken to task by Superin- 
tendent Ramscar. She told him that anybody with 
half an eye could see that the bottle was dirty. 
The child in question had the measles and 
was obliged to sit on wet floors. When cross-ex- 
amined by Superintendent RKamsear, Mrs. McGee 
paid she got up inthe night to attend to the chil- 
fren because she couldn’t stand thecrying. The 
nurse was Mrs. McKenzie, but Mrs. Ramscar kept 
her busy sewing ona machine all day. Another 
woman in the house, who was an inmate, took bet- 
ter care of the chilaren than Mrs. McKenzie, who 
refused to get up in the night to attend to the chil- 
sheng Mrs. McKenzie told witness that she had 

een in the place two months and had seen “‘some 
awful sights.”’ : f 

Mr. Ramscar was recalled at this point and was 
asked to give the names of the present Advisory 
Board. As most of the members had resigned, he 
replied there was no board now, but it was ex- 
pected that Trustees would soon be elected. A 
meeting would be held to accept the resignatiors 
and to elect successors. Oneof the jurymen asked 
who were going to elect the new boerd, and the 
witness replied that a certain number of persons 
would have to meet to doit. Dr. Sampson, Presi- 
dent of the Home, he added, had approved of his 
suggestion to reorganize the board. 

* But he has resigned,” the Coroner remarked. 

* Yes,” said the witness. : 

“Then how can he resume his office and take 
part in a reorganization?” : 

‘‘Well,” replied Mr. Ramscar, “a certain num- 
ber of persons must meet and constitute them- 
selves a body and elect the new Advisory Board.” 

Witness continued that he didn’t care about the 
pld charter of the Home, and he thought a new 
charter should be obtained. There was enough 
material left to elect a new board, and the old men 
could take care of themselves until that was done. 
Nothing had yet been paid on the purchase of the 
new Home, Mr. Ramscar said, and they had still 18 
months in which to pay. No records were kept of 
Lhe deaths in the Home except on small cards. A 
record was kept by the physician. No books were 
kept except a cash-book. The cards might be lost if 
witness was careless, but he was never careless in 
aA matter or so much importance. Concerning the 
care of the children, witness was sure there was 
no carelessness in the Home, “although, of course, 
he couldn’t always be sure what the nurses might 
jo.”” Coroner Brady asked Mr. Ramscar what sal- 
ary he received, and witness answered that the 
anited salaries of himself and wife amounted to 
$1,000 per year. This, however, had not been paid. 
The old Trustees agreed to pay it. 

‘How bave you lived without a salary?” the 
Coroner asked. ‘ 

“In the Home,” witness answered. ‘We have 
our food that comes to the Home and live on it as 
the inmates do. A large portion of the food is 

aid for and some is presented. We get the money 
Eo pay for the food from contributions and fees 
from inmates. Everything in the Home is paid for 
except my salary.”’ 

To a juror Mr. Ramscar stated that he had no se- 
curity tor his salary except the property in the 
Home, and he had no lien on that. All the money 
now on hand might be about $20. 

** What Board of Directors or to whom are you 
responsibie? Who can demand from youastatement 
of the affairs of the Home?’ asked another juror. 

“Well,” answered Mr. Ramscar, ‘*we couldn't 
bave any statement until we reorganized.” 

In answer to other questions, Mr. Ramscar said 
that the old men inthe Home were sent out beg- 
ging for meat and bread whenever such food was 
peeded. Witness had purchased no meatthis year, 
except one or two steaks to make broth for sick 
children. The milk bill was about $25 per month. 
Three years ago the institution received from the 
City a portion of the Excise moneys and sent a re- 
port to the local authorities. This report was read 
to the jury by President Gerry. of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, and Mr. 
Ramscar then continued his evidence. Ten or 
twelve years ago, he said, he was in the 
hardware business in Philadelphia. Then he be- 
came connected with asociety to distribute food 
to the poor on Thirty-ninth-street, in this City, 
which he organized, and which was in existence 
pbout four months. Then it was merged into a 
society forthe care and training of young girls. 
This society was never matured. hen witness 
organized the Peabody Home, in this City, for 
giving provisions to the poor and taking in old 
women. This lasted four or five months, and then 
some of the Trustees trumped up a ring to run the 
§nstitution. Witness wouldn't stand that, and left, 
Of his salary, $750 was due him, which the institu- 
tion couldn’t pay, and as a compromise witness 
took $300 or $350. In 1876 witness organized the 

Jnsectarian Home. : 
bi What induced you to go into charitable work ?” 
asked Coroner Brady. 

“Well,” said Mr. Ramscar, “I always had an in- 
clination, a desire, to be connected with charita- 
ble work. You must admit that soma people are 
intended for such work. We aren’t all intended to 
be blacksmiths or ministers.”’ 

‘After Ellen McMasters had repeated some of the 
testimony given by her on Friday, Coroner Brady 
declared the case closed, and briefly eharged the 
jury that they were to determine whether or not 
proper nutriment and attendance had been given 
to bessie Slocumb and the others who had died in 
the Home, and whether or not they had received 
sufficient food of good quality and the necessary 
and proper medical care. The evidence showed, 
the Coroner thought, that there were not enough 
nurses in the Home and not help enough to keep 
the place clean. In conclusion the Coroner ex- 

ressed the opinion that the investigation of the 

iome would do great good, no matter what the 
verdict might be, as it would call public attention 
to the manner in which charitable institutions 
might be managed, and to the necessity of a care- 
ful watching of the affairs of such organizations. 
‘After an absence of over an hour the jury re- 
turned the following'verdict: 
irst— ard to the death of Bessie Slocumb, wo 
aod teak cae codanes given that the said Bessie Slo- 
cumb died of pneumonia. Wealso find that she did 
not have the proper and gg! assistance of a pbhysi- 
cian through the neglect of the management of the 
institution.

UNSEASONABLE WEATHER. 


COMPARISON OF THE TEMPERATURE OF THIS 
AND LAST YEAR, 


Another unseasonabie day was recorded yes- 
terday, and it really begins to look as though there 
would be no Summer worth talking about. The 
greater part of the straw hats laid in by enterpris- 
ing dealers are still packed away in boxes behind 
the counters, and the Derbys are nearly as plentiful 
on the streets now as they were during the Spring. 
The thermometer at Hudnut’s pharmacy registered 
57° at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, and thiee hours 
later the mercury had crawled up but one degree. 
Between 6 and 90’clock it madea bound of 6°, 
halting at 64°, where it remained steady until noon. 


at 3:30 P. M. the record was 68°, and this was the 
highest point reached during the day. Sunshine 
and cloud, with an oceasional sprinkle of rain, 
characterized the weather from morning to night. 
Throughout the country very much the same 
meteorological conuitions prevailed. It was zen- 
erally cool and clear, the barometer being lowest 
in New-England, and highest in the South-west. 
The temperature on the Atlantic coast was about 
10° below the mean for the month inthe district 
east of the Rocky Mountains. The temperature, 
as reported at the Signal Service Bureau, at 7 A. M. 
in different parts of the country was as follows: 
Eastport, Me., and Cleveland, Ohio, 49°; Duluth, 
Minn., 58°; St. Paul, Minn., 50°; Denver, Col., 51°; 
San Francisco, 54°; Albany, 58°; Atlanta, Ga., 62°; 
Boston, 57°; Baltimore, 62°; Galveston, Texas, 72°; 
Jacksonville, Fla., 74°; Key West. 85°; Washing- 
ton, D. C., 61°; Charleston, 69°; Chicago, 50°; Cin- 
cinnati, 55°: St. Louis, 51°; Block Island, R. I., 58°. 
Mount Washington, N. H., was the coolest place in 
the country, the mercury registering 29°. 

The following table gives the average tempera- 
ture as recorded at Hudnut’s for every day in May, 
1881 and 1882, the first 10 days of June, 1881, and the 
first five days of this month. An average analysis 
shows that of the 36 days, compared, the average 
temperature of 24 was higher in 1881 than that of 
the corresponding days this year by from 7° to 
8814°, the latter extreme difference occurring on 
May 12. The other 12 days show either an even 
average temperature for both years or a higher 
temperature for 1882:

A WELL-CONTESTED REGATTA. 
vcinciasiactipiibbacataaieni 
SPIRITED RACES BY VESSELS OF THE HUDSON 
RIVER YACHT CLUB. 

The tenth annual regatta of the Hudson 
River Yacht Club was sailed yesterday over what 
is known as the Centennial course, extending from 
a point off Tompkinsville, Staten Island, around a 
stake-boat off Coney Island Point, up the Long 
Island shore to can bwoy No. 18, off Bav Ridge: 
thence across the Bay to spar-buoy No. 17, off 
Robbin’s Reef Light, and back to Tomp- 
kinsville. The yachts were required to go 
twice over the course. The regattas of this club 
have usually been sailed on the Hudson River off 
the upper end of Manhattan Island, but as a breeze 
is not always to be counted on in those waters a 
new course was tried yesterday, and the result 
must have been highly gratifying to the advocates 
of the change, for before the race was over the 
smaller craft of the fleet had all the breeze they 
could stand up under. The start was fixed for 11 
A. M. sharp, but owing to some difficulty encoun- 
tered In getting a tug to tow the yachts down 
to the rendezvous, it did not take place until 
after. 15° 3. 2. Eleven yachts’ started 
and the steamer General Sedgwick conveyed the 
judges, club members, and their guests over the 
course. It is worth remarking that the General 
Sedgwick has a calliope, which, although conven- 
ient for saluting the leading yacht as she rounds 
the turning point of the race, is much better adapt- 
ed to making everybody miserable. At the time 
of the start a flawy wind was blowing from the 
west over the Staten Island hills, and the tide was 
strong ebb. The competing yachts were as fol- 
lows: Class A—Avalon, Eldiva, Lillie; Class B— 
Woodpecker, Clara 8.; Class C—Sophia Emma, 
Frank Oliver,Selena C. ; Class D—Bernard Goodwin; 
Class E—Old Jove and Gussie. All were sioop 
yachts and all open boats, except the Avalon and 
Eldiva. The start was a flying one. ‘The Sophia 
emma crossed the line at 1:48:44, and the Bernard 
Goodwin followed at 1:50:20. The Selena C., Lillie, 
Eldiva, and Avalon went over in the order named, 
but almost in a bunch, between 1:51 and 1:52. The 
Sophia Emma rounded the stake-boat, off Coney 
Island Point, with a good lead, the Avalon being 
second, closely pressed by the Lillie, Selena C., and 
Elaiva. Beating up Gravesend Bay, however, 
materially changed the relative positions of the 
yachts. The Selena C. caught up with and 
yassed the Sophia Emma, and _ the Eldiva, 
eaving the Avalon far behind, passed 
ahead of the Lillie. Before buoy No. 18 was 
reached the Sophia Emma again obtained the lead 
and held it during the rest of the race. The Eldiva 
and Lillie kept very close together, the former 
generally alittle anead until the spar buoy on 
Robbin’s Reef was rounded, when the Lillie, under 
the impulse of a rapidly freshening breeze, went to 
the front. She passed thestake-boat off Tompkins- 
ville nearly two minutes ahead of the Eldiva, with 
which the Avalon had also by this time caught up. 
When the Coney Island stake-boat was reached the 
second.time the wind, which had veered to south- 
west, was biowing so stiffly that the little craft found 
much difficulty in carrying their sails, and even the 
Eidiva was forced to take in a reef. This delay 
cost her the race. The Lillie, which was the only 
boat to finish before 6 o’clock, was an easy winner 
in herclass. The Clara S. was the winner in class 
B, the Sophia Emma in class C, and the Gussie in 
class E. The boatsin class E did not go over the 
same course as te others, but rounded Fort La- 
fayette.

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BROKERS PLAYING BALL 


TWO NINES FROM THE STOCK EX- 
CHANGE 1N THE FIELD. 

BAD AND GOOD BOYS DESERT WALL-STREET 
FOR THE STATEN ISLAND BALL GROUNDS 
—A VICTORY FOR THE BAD BOYS BY A 
SCORE OF 35 To 10. 

The price of stocks was a matter of very little 
interest in Wall-street yesterday compared with the 
excitement over the great game of base-ball. Certain 
young members of the Stock Exchange, varying in 
size from number fours to number fourteens and 
from 25 to 65 years, had arranged to play a mateh 
game of base-ball. Members of the regular Stock 
Exchange Ball Club and other envious persons 
called these players ‘the duffers;” but they were 
all, nevertheless, agile young fellows, quite able to 
cope with any setof men of their weight. Asa 
compliment to the reguiar club, two members of 
that august body were selected to take 
charge of the two nines that made yes- 
terday a holiday long to be remembered. 
Mr. R. H. Halsted, one of the regular club’s 
crack players, took charge of oneof the nines, 


which was nicknamed the ‘‘ Bad Boys;” and Mr. 
D. Chauncey, Jr., an equally good player, and one 
who had not “muffed” a ball since 1867, took 
charge of the other nine, known as the “ Good 
Boys.” Several times the date had been set for this 
great match game, but every time something inter- 
fered and it had to be postponed. When the 
players, however, at length selected yesterday, 
they made such a happy choice there was no longer 
any excuse for delay. At the adjournment, there- 
fore, of the missionary board known as_ the 
Stock Exchange, yesterday afternoon, about 
half of its members made a rush 
for the Broadway stages and went down to the 
Staten Island ferry. Half an hour later they were 
at New-Brighton, and a dozen coaches soon car- 
ried them to the grounds of the Staten Island Ath- 
letic Club, where a large number of Staten Island- 
ers of both sexes were gathered to give them wel- 
come, The players retired to the dressing-rooms, 
and soon appeared in the most gorgeous base-ball 
suits ever seen on the North Shore of Staten Isl- 
and. As they emerged from the club-house, in 
double file, and marched to the ball ground, they 
presented a striking resemblance to Noah’s ani- 
mals just coming out of the ark “two by two.” 
The rear of the procession was brought 
up by two men bearing unresisting 
beer-keg, Which was presently tapped. The 
Bad Boys, being acquainted with certain tricks 
in the tossing of a penny that were entirely un- 
known to the Good Boys, won the toss, and sent 
the latter to the bat. With a little assistance from 
the two members of the regular club, the Bad 
Boys all found their proper places on the field. 
Every Bad Boy, as well as every Good Boy, had a 
nickname by which be was invariably called. Mr, 
W. Donald, the catcher of the Bad Boys, for in- 
stance, was known as Rob Roy. Mr. A. A. Drake, 
the accomplished pitcher, was called Red Leary— 
perhaps on account of the brilliant color 
of his beard, which is just a triile he- 
yond auburn. Mr. G. DD. Mackay, the first 
base, was known as Oscar, on account of 
a well-developed resemblance to the lamented Mr. 
Wilde. Mr. Sam Campbell, second base, a gentile- 
man of fairy proportions, was called the Jersey 
Lily. Mr. T. B. Adams, the third base, was known 
as Hornpipe. Messrs. hk. G. Murphy, the short stop; 
George Browne, the left fleld; A. King, Jr., centre 
field, and Rh. H. Haisted, right field, were nick- 
named, respectively, Blondy, Mitchell’s Mouse, 
Chirper, and Huyler. This last mysterious title, it 
vas unkindly hinted, had some ill-defined connec- 
iog with the well-known motto, “Fresh every 
hour;’' but some of the gentlemen who ventured 
this suggestion afterward had the pleasure of chas- 
ing Mr. Halsted’s “ flies’? away over toward the op- 
posite side of the island. 

Of the Good Boys. Mr. T. 8S. Young, the agile 
catcher, was the only man without an alias. Mr. 
Y. Martinez, the pitcher, one of the liveliest ball- 
players and most graceful dancers that ever 
graced a greensward or the deck of a steam-boat, 
was Little Delmonico; Mr. E. T. Williams, the 
first base, was Spike, because of the fancied 
resemblance between the shape of his body and 
that of a consumptive sixpenny nail; Mr. W. H. 
Shelton, second base, was variously called Sawed- 
off and the Troy Terror, the latter being much 
the more appropriate, for he would be a genuine 
terror to any base-ball nine compelled to keep 
him; Mr. Cc. N. srowne, third base, was 
Tramp; Mr. D. B. Gilbert, short stop, was 
Terminal; Mr. Max Sands, the left field, was 
the Artist; Mr. N. Goucouria, the centre field, 
was Papa, and Mr. D. Chauncey, Jr., the right 
field, was Excelsior. This catalogue of names, 
alphabetically arranged, will appear in next year's 
Directory without extra charge, Mr. Halsted and 
Mr. Chauncey, the two regular players, it will be 
observed, put themselves nominally in the unim- 
portant position of right field, theugh It was no- 
ticed, before the game was very old, that they 
were playing all over the field. 

When the Good Boys went to the bat Chauncey 
made a homerun, aud the nine scored 7 points, 
notwithstanding that their champion, the Troy 
Terror, proved weaker than, was expected and 
fouled himself out like ashot. That they did not 
make nearly a hundred runs was due entirely to 
the skillful pitching of Mr. Drake. The most ex- 
perienced players could not have hit his balls, for 
he delivered most of them ata height of about 15 
feet above the batter's head. He had an unap- 
proachable rotary backward and forward horizon- 
tal motionin drawing back his arm that would 
have deceived the most practiced batters. When 
the Bad Boys went to the bat and Mr. Drake’s turn 
came he carefully tried every bat aeross his knee 
to pick out a strong one. Ilaving found one to his 
satisfaction, he batted the ball nearly half way 
across the diamond, and was immediately put out. 
The Bad Boys made only 2 runs in their first 
inning, leaving the score 7to2. In the second in- 
ning the Bad Boys’ patent pitcher was withdrawn 
and Mr. King, an equally skiilful player, took bis 
place. Under this new arrangement the Good 
Boys were retired without a run, but the Bad Eoys 
did so well in their second and subsequent innings 
that at the end of the sixth inning the score stood 
35 to 10 in favor of the Bad Boys, It wasthen only 
6 o'clock, but most of the players were tired, and 
the match was ended by common consent. 

Some of the costumes worn by the players were 
neat, but not gaudy. Mr. King, for instance, wore 
a gorgeous suit of black, with well-stuffed calves, 
a many-colored hat, ornamented with an immense 
sunflower, a sunflower on each knee, and one in 
the middle of the back. Other gentlemen decorated 
themselves with sunflowers, gaudy hats, and fancy 
cloaks. Altogether the field looked like a bed of 
blooming flowers.

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THE BUFFALOS DEFEATED. 
THE ‘‘METS’’? GOT AWAY WITH THE 
LEAGUE’S HEAVY HITTERS. 

One of the finest games of base-ball wit- 
nessed on the Polo Grounds this season was played 
yesterday between the strong Buffalo league club 
and the Metropolitan nine in the presence of 2,500 
persons, and resulted in favor of the latter by the 
close seore of 2to 1. The Metropolitans played a 
remarkably fine game in the field, Reilly’s game at 
first base being especially noteworthv. He caught 
several hard-hit line balls, which were deservedly 
applauded. O’Neil pitched in fine form for, the 
Buffalo nine. who are considered the beaviest batters 
in the league, made only five hits during the game. 


Purcell opened the game for Buffalo with a base 
hit, and stole to second. O’Rourke, who followed, 
went out on a fly to Mansell in the centre field. 
Broathers met the same fate on a fly to Reilly, and 
Richardson ended the visitors’ half of the inning 
by sending up a fly, which was caught by Kennedy 
in the left field. Brady opened the game for the 
home team with a slow ball to White at third base. 
The latter, in attempting to throw him 
out at first base, threw the ball over 
Brouthers’s head, which gave Brady an opportunity 
to reach the home plate and score the first run of 
the game. Clapp was retired ona fly to Purcell; 
Nelson met the same fate, being caught out by 
Rowe, and Hankinson ended the inning by being 
thrown out at first base by Richardson. Neither 
nine scored again until the fourth inning, when 
the Metropolitans added a run to their score 
after two men were put out.

WORKING MEN DENOUNCING LEGISLATORS 


AT A MASS-MEETING IN COOPER UNION. 


The large hall of the Cooper Union was 
crowded last evening with working men who met 
under the auspices of the Central Labor Union. 
The purpose of the meeting was to ‘“*demand the 
abolition of the tyrannical sections of the new 
Penal Code,” and the Legislature which ad- 
journed on Saturday was to be remembered with 
anything but affection. The following were 
among the labor organizations represented in the 
meeting. The Horse-shoers, Society of Operative 
Masons, Brooklyn Horse-shoers, Silk weavers, Brick- 
layers, No. 4; "Longshoremen, Nos. 1, 2, and 3; 
Advance Labor Club, Cabinet-makers, No. 7; Ex- 


celsior Labor Club, House-painters, Nos. 1 and 2; 
Aulas Labor Club, Clothing Cutters, Brooklyn 
Stone Masons, Jersey City ’Longshoremen, Progres- 
sive Labor Club, Greenpoint; German Bakers, 
Vulean Labor Club, Eureka Labor Club, Coopers’ 
International Union, Nos. 2, 4, and 5; Turners, 
Varnishers, No. 18; English Bakers, Globe 
Labor Club, Furniture Machine, No. 17; Unity 
Labor Club, Labor Protective Union, Boiler- 
makers. Mr. Robert Blissert presided, and his 
speech was frequently interrupted by applause. 
Among other things he said: ‘Do not be deluded 
in the future as Se have been in the past by the 
clap-trap of political scoundrels, that working 
men are not capable of forming great political 
bodies. What we want is not brilliant men so 
much as men of keen, sympathetic feeling with 
the wants of the people. Let me say here that 
the 100 delegates who meet at Seience Hall have 
shown a hundred-fold more legislative ability,more 
political wisdow, and keener conception of the 
necessities and requirements of the people than 
the two drowsy houses at Albany, as has been 
clearly shown by their discovery of the Field con- 
sniracy in the Penal Code. Their watchfulness 
over labor's interest has been already clearly dem- 
onstrated, as also their power to do good to the 
masses. I predict a grand future for such an or- 
ganization. I see no good reason why it should 
not become the Government de facto of the indus- 
trial masses of this City, and settle disputes be- 
tween employers and employes by arbitration and 
such other means as their wisdom may from time 
to time dictate.” 

When Mr. Blissert said that 70,000 working men 
had declared through their representatives in 
Science Hall that hereafter they will have naught 
to do with the two great. political parties, the 
cheering was loud and prolonged. In the most 
emphatic manner he denounced the members of 
the Legislature for this City who required to be 
persistently urged by labor organizations before 
they voted for amendments to the obnoxious sec- 
tions of the Penal Code. In conclusion, Mr. Blis- 
sert asked: ‘ Are not trades-unions as honorable 
as the Boards of Trade and the Chamber of Com- 
merce or any other body that determines the price 
of its merchandise? They are, and our enemies 
must be made to understand this fact.”’ 

The following resolutions were then read: 

Whereas, The corrupt and debauched Legislature of 
this State, recklessly and criminally indifferent to the 
rights of the people, and ip defiance of every sense of 
justice, nas enacted a Penal Code, which can find no 

ogee atrocity save in Gladstone's repressive 
) ; anc 

Whereas, The said Penal Code was cunningly de- 
vised for the express purpose of crushing out every 
trade and labor union in this State and striking ter- 
ror into the heart of every working man who dare as- 
sert his manhood and independence. 

Resolved, That we, the working men of New-York 
and vicinity, in mass-meeting assembled, do denounce 
and condemn this measure as a deadly stab at the lib- 
erties of the people. 

Resolved, That to the Central Labor Union In this 
City, representing 60,000 working men, is due the 
credit of the exposure of this iniauitous plece of legal 
juggiery, which would render every honest working 
man acriminal if put into operation. 

Resolved, That we denounce the present Legislature 
as the most cowardly and truculent body ever known 
in parllamentary annals. It has shown itself grossly 
ignorant of the wants and desires of the people, and 
willing, at the dictation of capital, to resort to every 
meastire that would further crush and enslave labor. 

Resolved, That we denounce the existing political 
parties and declare that it is absolutely necessary that 
the industrial classes form a political party which 
shall legislate for the best interests of the whole peo- 
ple and regardless of class. 

Resolved, That we demand the abolition of the ty- 
rannical sections of the new Penal Code, and also the 
abrogation of every law that restricts the people in 
the exercise of their sacred and inalienable right te 
meet and discuss their grievances and combine for ag- 
gressive or defensive purposes, 

Resolved, Vhat we pledge our lives, sacred honor, 
and hearty support tothe working man’s party, and 
will stand by ft until triumph perches on its banner 
and labor ts disinturalled. 

Additional resolutions requesting Gov. Cornell to 
order a special session of the Legislature in order 
that the objectionable section in the Penal Code 
might be wiped out were also read. Then all were 
unanimously adopted. Chairman Blissert called 
the attention of the assemblage to the fact that 
Martin B. Brown, the printer of the City Hecord 
and other matter for the City, had recently refused 
to pay the higher wages demanded by his em- 
ployes. Mr. Blissert hoped that every working 
man in New York would raise his voice against Mr. 
brown and refuse to support the political party or 

yvarties which harbor him. Resolutions denounc- 
ng Mr. Brown were adopted. 

Mr. P. J. Maguire was the next speaker. His 
language was well chosen, and many of the strong 
points in his address were applauded. He said that 
one of the most corrupt, atrocious, despicable Le- 
gislatures since the days of Tweed has just closed 
its rascally work in Albany. After saying this 
much he vigorously repudiated the Democratie 
members, Koch, Grady, and the rest, saying that 
the passage of the amendments to _ sec- 
tions of the Penal Code at the eleventh 
hour was simply for political capital 
in the interest of their party. While Mr. Maguire 
was naming over the States which have conspiracy 
laws some onein the gallery shouted, ‘* Yes, and 
they are all Republican States.’ The speaker 
paused for a moment, and then in indignant tones 
shouted back, “ The conspiracy law of Connecticut 
was enacted by a Democratic Legislature, the con- 
spiracy law of Missouri was enacted by a Bourbon 
Legislature with 60,000 majority behind it.” and 
the tumult was so great that he was compelled to 
stop until it had subsided. He gave many in- 
stances to show that the laws were enforced 
against the working men and not against the capi- 
talists. In conclusion he said that if labor or- 
ganizations could not openly exist they would be- 
come secret organizations. Mr. John Swinton, 
Mr. Louis F. Post, and others made brief ad- 
dresses.

HELD FOR SHOOTING HIS MOTHER. 

Thomas Gibson, aged 24, residing at No, 456 
West Twenty-seventh-street, was brought before 
Justice Ford at the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday charged with having shot and danger- 
ously wounded his mother, Mrs. Ann Gibson. Ata 
late hour on Sunday night Gibson became in- 
volved in a fight with some strangers in front of 
his residence. His mother came out of the house 
and interfered between her son and the men with 
whom he was fighting, and during the mélée was 
shotin the abdomen. It was at first pape’ that 
the woman had been shot by one of the persons 
with whom her son had been fighting, but Patrol- 
man McDonald, of the Twentieth Precinct, stated 
that Gibson was the only one of the party who had 
a pistol, and that when Mrs. Gibson came on the 
street and endeavored to pull him away from the 
crowd Thomas fired three shots in rapid succes- 
sion, one of which struck her. The officer endeav- 
ored to arrest Gibson. but he ran into a hallway, 
and his brother William and other friends pre- 
vented the officer from doing so. These facts were 
reported to Cant. McElwain, of the Sixteenth Pre- 
cinct, who detailed Detective Campbell to search 
for Gibson. Learning that he had gone to the 
New-York Hospital with some friends to discover 
the condition of his mother, the officer went to the 
hospital. He saw Gibsonin Sixteenth-street, near 
Sixth-avenue, but Gibson also recognized the de- 
tective and ran away. The officer pursued and 
finally captured him. Gibson denied the shooting, 
but Justice Ford committed him to await the re- 
sult of the woman's injuries.
